The abbey church is interesting 
to the antiquary and those who study 
architecture. It is built in the form 
of a cross, running 556 feet from east 
to west, and having a breadth of 206 
feet from north to south along the 
transepts. Its tower has an elevation 
of 148 feet; it is crowned with battle- 
ments. Every style of architecture. 
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from the time of the Saxons to that 
of Henry VII., may be traced in it. 
The abbot of St Alban’s was mitred, 
and as a peer of the realm had a seat 
in Parhament. Їп 1455 and 1467 two 
fierce battles were fought in the 
neighbourhood of St Alban’s between 
the partisans of the houses of York 
and Lancaster.

It has a literary and philo- 
sophical institution, a mechanics’ 1n- 
stitute, and a public subscription 
library. There are many churches in 
the city belonging to the Establish- 
ment, besides those above mentioned, 
with chapels for the Roman Catholics, 
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Wesleyans, Independents, and other 
denominations. The Free Grammar 
School was founded by Edward VI.; 
there are many proprietary and other 
schools in the city and the neighbour- 
hood. There is also a handsome Wes- 
leyan eollege, called New Kingswood. 
Among the various charitable institu- 
tions and hospitals, the hospital of St 
John is the most remarkable. The 
hot springs, to which the city prin- 
cipally owes its celebrity, were in use 
among the Romans. There are several 
public baths, the property, and under 
the direction, of the corporation. The 
temperature of the different springs 
varies from 93 to 117 degrees of Fah- 
renheit, and the waters are useful in 
bilious, nervous, and scrofulous com- 
plaints, palsy, rheumatism, gout, and 
cutaneous diseases. The city enjoys 
the luxury of a park, and other 
public places of reereation. Bath is of 
great antiquity, and was known to the 
Romans under the appellation of 
Aquae Solis Fontes Calidi. In con- 
junction with Wells, it forms a bish- 
opric, which embraces the whole of 
the county of Somerset, with the ex- 
ception of a part of Bristol. Both the 
cathedral and palace of the bishop, 
however, are at Wells. Bath returns 
two members to Parliament.

BEDFORD, ов BEDS, an inland county, 
bounded on the north and north-west 
by Northamptonshire, on the east by 
tke counties of Huntingdon, Cam- 
bridge, and Hertford, and on the west 
by the counties of Buckingham and 
Northampton.

or slightly undulating, except on the 
south, where it is erossed by the Chil- 
tern Hills. The western and eastern 
parts of the county are, 1n many parts, 
sandy; the centre is flat, and three- 
fourths of the whole is judged to be 
alluvial soil. J.imestone, coarse mar- 
ble, and imperfect coal are obtained 
here; and a variety of fossils and 
petrifactions. Bedfordshire is the 
most exclusively agricultural county 
of England, and is famed for its mar- 
ket gardens. It returns one member 
to Parliament for each of its two 
divisions, Biggleswade and Luton.

BEDFORD, Beds., a market town and 
municipal and parliamentary borough, 
the chief town of Bedfordshire, on a 
fertile tract of the Ouse, has R. S., and 
a head P. O. with all depts. It has 
several churches, the oldest of which 
is St Peter’s, while St Paul’s is the 
largest. St Cuthbert’s, Trinity, and St 
Paul’s have recently been restored and 
enlarged, and the tower and spire of 
the last-named rebuilt. There are 
also chapels belonging to the Wes- 
leyans, Independents, and other de- 
nominations. John Bunyan (who was 
born at Elstow near Bedford), was 
pastor of the old chapel, belonging to 
the Congregationalists, in Mill Street, 
after suffering twelve years’ imprison- 
ment in the jail here. There is a free 
grammar-school, founded by the cor- 
poration under letters patent from 
Edward VI., and endowed by Sir Wil- 
liam Harpur (Lord Mayor of London), 
who also left a fund for providing 
marriage-portions for poor young 
women and for apprenticing boys. 
The commercial school is one of the 
best in England. The annual income 
of the Harpur charity is nearly 
£16,000. The town also contains a 
hospital and infirmary, shire-hall, gaol, 
library, subscription rooms, eorn ex- 
change, cattle market, and numerous 
charity schools. There is a handsome 
stone bridge of five arches over the 
Ouse, also an iron bridge. A battle 
was fought here between the Britons 
and Saxons in 571. The castle, built 
at the commencement of the roth cen- 
tury, was situated at the back of the 
Swan Inn, but little if any trace of it 
can be discovered. An extensive trade 
is earrjed on in corn, coal, timber, 
malt, and agricultural implements. 
Bedford returns one member to Parlia- 
ment.

BEDFORD LEVEL, an extensive tract 
of flat land known as the Fens in the 
counties of Norfolk, Suffolk, Hunting- 
don, Northampton, Lincoln, Cam- 
bridge, and the isle of Ely, consisting 
of about 700,000 acres, a large por- 
tion of it being marshy ground. At 
various periods several persons have 
endeavoured to reclaim this immense 
tract, but it was not accomplished till 
the 17th century, when the Duke of 
Bedford effected what had bafiled all 
previous attempts. It produces fine 
crops of grain, flax, and eole-seed. It 
is drained by large sewers or dykes, 
furnished with outfall sluices and 
flood -gates

BERWICK -ON-TWEED, commonly 
so cailed, but designated as Berwick 
only by postal authorities, is a muni- 
cipal borovgh апа market town, situ- 
gted at the mouth of the river Tweed, 
has В.

Although for parliamentary and 
other cornty purposes ib is now con- 
sidered as being part of the eounty 
of Northumberland, the town with 
its hberties, or parish in which 
it stands, used to form a county by 
itself, without any connection what- 
ever with the neighbouring counties 
of Northumberland in England and 
Berwick in Scotland. It is connected 
with its suburbs, Tweedmouth and 
Spittal, by a bridge over the Tweed, 
which has 15 arches, and measures 
1164 feet long and 17 wide. The 
town-house 1s a handsome structure, 
with a stately spire, 150 feet high, in 
which there 1з a peal of eight bells. 
It has a fine corn exehange, with a

the parish church is a spacious build- 
ing. There are other places of wor- 
ship for Presbyterians and Noncon- 
formists. It has a long pier, which 
was begun in 1811, and which shel- 
ters the harbour, and stretches a long 
way into the sea, and a wet dock, 
constructed in 1873-76, at a cost of 
£40,000. This town was long the 
theatre of many sanguinary combats 
between the English and Scotch, be- 
fore it was finally eeded to England 
in t502.

The docks are 
extensive, and have splendid quays, 
wharves, warehouses, &c. It has a 
magnificent park, of 180 acres, laid 
out at a cost of £140,000, in its im- 
mediate vicinity, and at Tranmere is 
a public park, which cost £33,000. 
It also possesses several churches 
and chapels for Roman Catholies and 
Nonconformists of different denomina- 
tions, and several public buildings, 
among which may be named the 
town-hall, county court-house, free 
public library, market-hal, work- 
men’s hall and club- house, 
hall, and theatre. Among the edu- 
cational institutions are the Albert 
Memorial Industrial Schools, and St 
Aidan’s College, founded in 1846 for 
the purpose of training candidates for 
holy orders in the church of England. 
Birkenhead has been aptly styled the 
“city of the future,” and well de- 
serves the appellation. By means of 
its docks and the railways with which 
ib is connected with other parts of 
England, it enjoys facilities possessed 
by very iew ports. Birkenhead re- 
turns one member to Parliament.

It has a great many places of 
worship for almost every denomina- 
tion, including the Roman Catholic 
cathedral, dedicated to St Chad; of 
the Episcopal churches, St Martin’s 
is the oldest; has various charitable 
establishments, such as King Ed- 
ward  VI/s free grammer-school, 
founded in 1552, and rebuilt in 1835 
in the Tudor style, from designs by 
Sir Charles Barry; the Blue-coat 
school, established in 1722; the Dis- 
senters’ charity school, and several 
others. In addition to these there is 
Oscott College, a Roman Catholic in- 
stitution, the Queen's College, for the 
study of theology and medicine, and 
ihe Mason Science College, founded 
in 1875, by the late Sir Josiah Mason. 
There is à convent of the Sisters of 
Mercy in Birmingham; and it pos- 
sesses several charitable institutions, 
among which may be named the New 
General Hospital, opened in 1897; 
"the Dispensary for the relief of іп. 
digent sick persons ab their own resi- 
dences ; ‘the Queen's hospital, Lying- 
in hospital, Homeopathic hospital, 
Children’s hospital, institutions for 
diseases of the eye and ear, and for 
‘the cure of deformities, asylums for 
, the deaf, dumb, and blind; a Mag- 
· dalen institution, and other excellent 
charities. It also contains handsome 
theatres. The town-hall, where as- 
semblies and public mectings are 
held, is one of the most magnificent 
structures in the town. It is built 
of Anglesey marble, in the Grecian 
style of architecture, occupies в com- 
manding site, and is capable of ac- 
commodating 8000 persons standing, 
or 4000 seated. Its organ is one of 
the finest in the kingdom, and the 
triennial musical festivals which are 
held in this building, are unsurpassed 
throughout the country. Close to the 
town-hall is the Birmingham and 
Midland Institute, completed in 
1865, and containing a public library 
and museums, art gallery, reading 
and leeture rooms, &c. The new ex- 
change was built in 1865. There is 
a museum at Aston Hall in the ad- 
joining parish of Aston, and the 
ground which surrounds it has been 
converted into a public park. The 
town has also many places adapted 
for public recreation and amusement, 
including Adderley Fark, Calthorpe 
Park, and other five parks. Bir- 
mingham is supposed to have been 
a place for the manufacture of arms 
rsen in the time of the ancient 
Britons. In the time of Henry УШ. 
it was chiefly inhabited by “ smithes 
that used to make knives, and all 
manner of cutting tools, and lorimers, 
that make bittes, and a great many 
nailours." Тһе manufacture of fire- 
arms was introduced after the Re- 
volution in 1688. During the Rus- 
sian war, in 1854-5, the Government 
contracts amounted to £30,000 per 
month, and now over 50,000 gun- 
barrels are manufactured annually. 
It took the side of Parliament in the 
Civil War, and was partially destroyed 
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by fire by the cavaliers under Prince 
Rupert. It has often suffered from 
riots, particularly in 1791 and 1839.

Gioue. and Som., a city, 
municipal and parliamentary borough, 
market town and seaport, situated on 
the river Avon, which is here joined 
by the Frome. It has R. S., and head

irregularly bvilt, and part of the abbey 
of Ss Augustine, founded by Robert 
Fitzharding about 1140, has been con- 
verted into a cathedral, which is the 
principal edifice in the city. Bristol 
contains about fifty Episcopal churches 
and chapels, and several chapels for 
Noneonformists, and places of wor- 
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ship for all denominations. The 
church of St Maik, opposite the cathe- 
dral, was formerly collegiate; it is 
the mayors chapel. Nearly all the 
churches are beautifully cecorated, 
and most of them ccntain many hand- 
some monuments. The muniment- 
room of St Mary's, Redcliffe, contains 
the chest in which th» unfortunate 
Chatterton said he had found the 
poems he attributed to Rowley the 
monk. The fine old chureh (at one 
time declared by Queen Elizabeth to 
be the “fairest and most famous 
parish church in Ergland ”) has been 
thoroughly restored, and several of 
the older churches have been reno- 
vated. Of the churches that have been 
recently built the chief are St Rap- 
hael’s, St Luke’s, St Bartholomew’s, 
Emmanuel, and St Silas. The сіу 
also contains many large educational 
institutions апа charity-sehools, 
among wbich may be named Univer- 
sity College, Clifton College, and the 
free grammar-school, and those of 
Henry УП. and Queen Elizabeth, and 
the Red Maid School. Oolston’s 
Hospital and School has been removed 
out of the city to Stapleton, the bis- 
hop’s palace there having been pur- 
chased to be converted into the neces- 
sary school buildings. In addition 
may be named Muller’s orphan-house, 
on Ashley Downs. The exchange is a 
fine edifice of Grecian architecture, and 
there 1s a structure called the com- 
mercial rooms, for the use of the mer- 
cantile interest, as well as a free 
library. The largest and most import- 
ant public buildings are the Merch- 
ants’ Hall, council-house, the town. 
hall, Colston's Hall—a large and spac- 
lous concert and assembly room, 
named after one of Bristol’s most 
liberal philanthropists—the Fine Arts 
Academy, the Workman’s Hall and 
Club-house, the Atheneum, a custom- 
house, the gaol, Bristol Institution, 
the Victoria Rooms, the baths at Ciif- 
ton, and numerous bridges. Among 
the chief charitable institutions are St 
Peter’s Hospital, Bristol General Hos- 
pital, two ‘dispensaries, an eye infir- 
mary, with asylums for orphans, the 
blind, and the deaf and dumb, a lying- 
in institution, and other similar socie- 
ties. Bristol has long been the centre 
of a large and important foreign trade, 
mainly with the West Indies, and com- 
mercial enterprise is also carried on 
on a large seale with Ireland. The 
city was made an independent county 
in 1372 by Edward III. It was con- 
stituted a bishop’s see by Henry VII., 
and has since been endowed with var- 
ious privileges and immunities. In 
1836 the bishopric was united to the 
see of Gloucester. In 1848 it was 
made a frce port. About a mile west 
of Bristol, close to the river, stands 
the village of Chfton Hot Wells, a 
large and fashionable suburb of Bris- 
tol, much frequented by invalids on 
account of the tepid spring. Bristol 
was the first рогу of Great Britain to 
accomplish steam eommvnication with 
Amenica. Sebastian Cabot, the dis- 
coverer of Newfoundland, was born at 
Bristol, also Bailey the sculptor, Chat- 
terton the poet, Bowditch the African 
traveller, and the poet Southey. Its 
manufactures are both varied and im- 
portant, including the extensive fac- 
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tomes of the celobrated firm of J. S. 
Fry & Sons, Limited, the oldest and 
largest cocoa and ehocolate manufac- 
turers in the kingdcm, employing 
over 2600 workpeople; also the works 
of W. О. & Н. О. Wills, the well- 
known tobacco manufacturers. Bris- 
tól retarns four members to Parlia- 
ment.

P. O. with all depts. Cambridge is 
the seat of a famous university end 
the eentre of a rich agricultural dis- 
trict. The university—seid to have 
been founded about 630—is made up 
of a number of <lifferent colleges and 
halls, viz.:—St Peters, Clare Hall, 
Pembroke, Caius, Trinity Hall, Cor- 
pus Christi, King’s, Queen's, St Cathe- 
rine's, Jesus, Christ’s, S. John’s, Mag- 
dalene, Trinity, Emmanuel, Sidney, 
Sussex, Downing, Cavendish, Selwyn, 
Averst, also Girton and Newnham col- 
leges for ladics. The University also 
possesses a larre and very valuable 
library, senate house, Pitt Press, 
museum, and an observatcry. Behind 
the Round Church are the university 
union buildings, with a large and 
spacious lecture hall. Each college 
has its own statutes, by which it is 
governed; but the government of the 
colleges, as a confederation, rests with 
a senate composed of two houses, the 
members of which have the degree of 
doctor of law, physic, or divinity, от 
master of arts. Tho university sends 
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two members to the House of Com- 


niens, who are chosen by this senate. 
Cambridge has several Episcopal 
churches, the most noteworthy being 
—Great St Mury's and the Round 
Chureh. The town has also a free 
grammar-school in connection witb 
Caius College; Addenbrooke’s Hospi- 
tal, a county gaol, nean a fine open 
space of ground known as Parker’s 
Piece; a sessions house, near the site 
of the old castle, and a guildball in 
the market-place, containing a large 
assembly Tocm, a free library, and 
school of amb. A market-hall has been 
built on St Andrew's Hill. and the 
Albert Asylum, an institution for aged 
tradesmen of the town The town 
returns cne member to Parliament. 
Market day, Saturday, but a market 
is held daily for meat, fish, butter,

The town consists of 
four principal streets, built in the form 
of a cross, and was formerly sur- 
rounded by walls, traces of which 
still remain, and its spacious and 
magnificent cathedral, of which Can- 
terbury is justly proud, of ancient 
architecture, was built on the site of 
the first Christian church of Saxon 
England. Itis in the form of a double 
cross, 545 feet in exterior length, and 
150 feet in its greatest breadth at the 
eastern transept. The height of the 
vaulted roof is 8o fect, and that of 
the great tower 235. The windows 
aro magnificent specimens of stained 
glass, both ancient and modern. There 
are several other churches in the town, 
the most noted being St Martin's, St 
Mildred’s, St Margaret’s, All Saints, 
St Gregory, and the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, and eevoral other places 
of worship of different denominations, 
also the missionary college of St 
Augustine’s, erected on the ruins of 
a monastery, and a high school, gram- 
mar school, the Clergy Orphan school, 
and the Simon Langton schools. Be- 
sides & number of charitable institu- 
tions, the town possesses à spacious 
guildhall, & philosophical institution, 
a museum, a gaol, a theatre, a music 
hall, a school of art, and barracks both 
for cavalry and infantry, also a mili- 

tary hospital. An elevation, known 

by the name of Dane John, which is 
encompassed by the city wall, is sup- 
posed to have been thrown up by the 

Danes. It forms the chicf promenade 

of the citizens, as the old ramparts 

have been converted into terraces. The 
archbishop of Canterbury is the first 
peer of the realm and Primate of all 

England, and takes precedence next 

to the Royal family; he crowns the 

sovereign in Westminster Abbey. The 

Old Chequers Inn, celebrated by 

Chaucer, is still in existence. St 

Thomas a Becket was assassinated in 

the north transept of the cathedral. 

Canterbury returns one member to 

Parlament. The chief trade of the 

city is in corn and hops. Market day, 

Saturday.

It possesses 
magnificent docks, from which up- 
wards of 16,000,000 tons of coal is ship- 
ped annually. Cardiff is an ancient 
place, and is surrounded by walls, in 
which were four gates. Ita castle was 
at one time strongly fortified. Robert, 
Duke of Normandy, was confined in 
it for a long period of years. This 
fortress was afterwards taken and 
partially demolished by Cromwell, but; 
still forms an interesting object, mueh 
of its ancient grandeur having been 
preserved or restored. Market days, 
Wednesday and Saturday. The town 
had a population in 180r of 1000, and 
is now estimated to have a population 
of 128,915

There 1з a hos- 
pital for aged seamen and their 
widows, founded by Sir John Haw- 
kins in 1592. А fund was instituted 
by Queen Elizabeth for the relief of 
the sufferers in the Spanish Armada 
called the Chatham Chest, but it was 
removed to Greenwich in 1802. Chat- 
ham is defended by strong and elabo- 
rate fortifications. The church con- 
tains some handsome maible monu- 
ments: and there is a chapel-of-ease 
of ancient architeeture, supposed to 
have been part of a hospital for lepers. 
There is also a neat and elegant 
chapel, built to accommodate the 
officers, artificers, and their families. 
Several Episcopal churches and 
ehapels for Noneonformists of different 
denuminations. The town possesses a 
mechanics’ institute and library, and 
lecture halls.

The 
construction of the whole building ex- 
hibits many interesting subjects to 
the architect and the antiquary. 
There are a number of Episcopal 
churckes in Chester besides the 
eathedral, and places of worship for 
the Unitarians, 'Quakers, Baptists, 
Wesleyans, and other Ncnconformists. 
The remains of the old castle have 
been taken down, and a new struc- 
ture erected in its stead, which serves 
as a town hall and county gaol.

‘There are also some beauti- 
ful and fertile valleys, watered by 
numberless small streams, interesting 
from the romantic scenery with which 
they are associated. The coasts are 
тоску and broken by a succession of 
deep bays, enclosed by bold and steep 
headlands of granite, which project 
into the sea. The chief rivers aro the 
Tamar, Seaton, Fowey, Fal, Hel or 
Helford, Heyl, Looe, and the Alan or 
Camel. The climate is variable, and 
subject to heavy rains, but, on the 
whole, mild. Myrtles and other ten- 
der plants, also a large quantity of 
fruits are grown here with great suc- 
cess. The most important minerals 
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found in the district are aver zinc, 
lead, copper, tin, antimony, manga- 
nese, cobalt, bismuth, and granite. 
One of the most interesting of the 
Cornish minerals is the loose white 
kaolin or porcelain earth, formed by 
the decomposition of granite, which is 
used in the manufacture of poreelain. 
It is raised in great quartities near 
St Austell, and forms a principal in- 
gredient in the earthenware mannufac- 
tures at the Staffordshire potteries. 
A great variety of fish frequent the 
coasts of this county. The pilchard 
and mackerel fisheries are especially 
valuable, and absorb a large amount 
of capital. Cornwall returns six 
members to Parliament.

For Page- 
ants, however, the people of Coventry 
were always distinguished; and, to 
this day, the procession of Lady 
Godiva is still kept up at intervals of 
two or three years with great splen- 
dour. Coventry returns one member 
to Parliament.

DERBYSHIRE, bounded north by 
Yorkshire, east by Nottinghamshire, 
south by Leicestershire and Stafford- 
shire, and west by Staffordshire and 
Cheshire. Derbyshire returns seven 
members to Parliament. The county 
is Mountainous and picturesque to- 
wards the north-west, on whieh ac- 
count this portion of the county is 
called the High Peak, while the eastern 
and southern parts are called the Low 
Peak. They are rich and well culti- 
vated, and the surface is more level. 
In the High Peak, the scenery is of 
the most romantic kind, the greatest 
elevation being the peak near Ashop 
Moor, which is about 2000 feet above 
the level of the sea. It has through- 
out many wild caverns, incrusted with 
stalactites of various forms, among 
which the one ealled the “ Devil’s 
Cave,” or “ Peak’s Hole,” is the most 
remarkable; all of them, however, 
copiain some singular curiosities. The 
principal rivers are the Trent, Der- 
went, Wye, Amber, Rother, Dove, 
Mease, Goyt, Dawley, and Erewash. 
Mineral springs are numerous; among 
which those of Buxton, Matlock, and 
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Bakewell are particularly celebrated,

GLAMORGANSHIRE, is the most 
southern county of Wales, is bounded 
on the west and south by the Bristol 
Channel and on its other sides by Car- 
marthen, Brecon, and Monmouth. 
The south part, which comprehends 
the low land along the sea coast, and 
a district which extends for some miles 
into the interior, is richly wooded, and 
has a very mild dimate; it is called 
the “Vale of Glamorgan,” or “ Gar- 
den of Wales,” and is cne of the most 
fertile parts of the county. From this 
base, however, the land rises rapidly 
towards the north, forming itself into 
mountains of considerable elevaticn. 
The principal rivers are the Rumney, 
Taff, Ely, Tawe, Avon, Neath, and 
the Loughor, which divides the county 
from Carmarthenshire.

The county is nich in 
minerals, to which it owes its present 
importance. The minerals found m 
the district are ironstone, coal, lime- 
stone, and small quantities of lead and 
copper The coal not only supplies the 
numerous iron works of the county, 
but furnishes an important article of 
export trade, and draws also to the 
neighbourhood immense establish- 
ments for the smelting of copper, the 
ore being transported for this pur- 
pose from Cornwall, North Wales, and 
Ireland; the iron is also exported in 
great quantities, and affords at the 
same time the materials for extensive 
tin-plate manufaetories, the tin being 
also brought from Cornwall It is 
noted for its vast collieries, and 
numerous iron and copper mines.

GLOUCESTERSEIRE, situated along 
the vale of the Severn, bounded on 
the north-west and north-east by the 
counties of Hereford, Worcester, and 
Warwick, on the east by Oxfordshire, 
on the south by Berks, Somerset, and 
Wilts, and on the west by the estuary 
of the Severn. The county is varied 
by hill, vale, and forest. The Severn 
and the Avon mark out an extensive 
vale of the richest soil, having a most 
mild and healthy climate, and beng 
every way adapted to the culture of 
corn and fruit, and the rearing of 
cattle. The district is divided into 
Upper and Lower, or the vales of 
Gloucester and Berkeley. On the 
west of the Severn, and entirely de- 
tached by it from the rest of the 
county, rises an elevated district, 
occupied principally by the Forest of 
Dean; while on the east of the Severn, 
and parallel with it for the distance of 
6 or 8 miles, the range of the Cots- 
wold Hills runs through the whole of 
the county, from Bath, on the Lower, 
nearly to Evesham, on the Upper 
Avon. which is chiefly devoted to the 
pasture of sheep. The principal rivers 
are the Severn, Wve, Isis, and Upper 
and Lower Avon. In the Vale of 
Berkeley the inhabitanis are chiefly 
engaged in dairy farming end rearing 
cattle. The shire is famous for ite 
cheese and butter. The double Glou- 
cester or double Berkeley being of a 
very superior quality. There aro large 
orchards, and great quantities of 
perry and cider are manufactured 
annually. The principal minerals are 
eoal, iron and limestone. The coal 
supplies the immense consumption of 
the Bristol and Bath manufactories. 
There are, besides, blue claystone, 
freestone of excellent quality, with 
stene tiles, found on the Cotswold 
Hills, and paving stones and grits in 
the forest. Clifton and Cheltenham 
have long been noted for their mineral 
waters. It is chiefly engaged in the 
manufacture of tin-plate, edge tools, 
brass wire, wire cards, pins, and nails, 
also superfine broad-cloths of Spanish 
woo, thin worsted stuffs, eis, 
stockings, rugs, blankets, and felt 
hats. Gloucestershire returns five

GLOUCESTER, OR GLO'STEL, 
Glouc., an Episcopal city, market 
town, and municipal and parliamen- 
tary borough, on the Sovern, has R.

The shrine of King 
Osrie, а canopied shrine of Edward 
II., fine fan-vaulted cloisters, and a 
statue of Jenner, all of matchless 
beauty. This fine old building has 
been repaired and restored, and a 
new Episcopal palace was built in 
1862. There are some handsome par- 
ish churches, a Roman Catholic 
chapel, several chapels for Noncon- 
formists, and a synagogue. The col- 
lege school, the free grammar school 
of St Mary-le-Crypt, and other 
educational institutions, including a 
school of arts; hospitals, a cattle mar- 
ket, corn market, and other market 
houses, a custom house, a theatre, a 
county gaol, built on the site of the 
ancient castle, a county hall, an eye 
infirmary, a lunatic asylum, and a 
county infirmary. It has a public 
park, with a mineral spring and a 
statue of Raikes, the founder of Sun- 
day schools. There is a canal which 
connects Berkeley with Bristol.

King Charles’s 
building, designed by Inigo Jones, 
Queen Anne’s, Queen Mary's, and 
King Wiliam's buildings were do- 
sioned by Christopher Wren. In the 
midcle of the square is a statue of 
George IL, sculptured by Rysbrach 
out of a single block of white marble. 
The introduction of out-pensions 
greatly decreased the number of in- 
pensioners, thus Greenwieh Hospital 
was disestablished by the votes of the 
men whom it was intended to benefit. 
Queen Mary's building comprises the 
chapel, built on tho site of a former 
edifice, and designed by Stuart. The 
“ Shipwreck of St Paul,” painted by 
B. West, for the altar-piece, and the 
hall is adorned with pictures of great 
naval battles and their heroes. The 
coat which Nelson wore when he was 
shot at Trafalgar is still preserved 
here. The pensioners were for the 
most part, aged and maimed seamen 
of the navy, many of whom had been 
wounded in batile. But it has now 
ceased to be a retreat for aged but 
hale and hearty sailors, the former in- 
mates having now become out- 
pensioners, who are provided for by an 
annual grant from Parliament, with 
the exeeption of a few infirm old men, 
who are still retained there as in an 
infirmary, and now none but sick or 
disabled men are admitted as inmates. 
The manor of Greenwich was acquired 
by the crown at the tame of the Con- 
quest, and has ever since remained 
in the hands of the Royal family. 
Greenwich Park was detached from 
the palace when this became part of 
the hospital, and is still in the hands 
of the crown. The rangers lodge 
now forms the centre of the naval 
asylum, designed for the support and 
education of the orphan children of 
seamen. All naval officers must now 
take their degree at Greenwich. On 
а rising ground in the park, and eom- 
manding one of the most varied 
prospects that can well be conceived, 
stands the Royal Observatory, for ever 
celebrated by its association with the 
names of Fngland’s greatest philo- 
sophers. Greenwich returns one 
member to Parliament.

HULL, ов KINGSTON-UPON-HULL, 
Yorks., a seaport, market town, muni- 
cipal and parliamentary and county 
borough, has B. S., and a head P. 

It is the centre of 
a considerable and rich district. One 
of the most important ѕвеарогоу on the 
east coast, has a splendid harbour, 
which is artaficial, having been formed 
by deepening and widening the chan- 
nel of the river, and large and spac- 
ious docks have been erected for the 
accommodation of shipping. Of 
these, the Old Dock enters immedi- 
ately from the river Hull, about 300 
yards from its mouth, and covers, 
with the commodious wharves and 
quays that surround it, an area of 13 
acres. The Humber Dock covers a 
space of more than ten acres. It 
opens into the Humber by a lock, 
which admits large vessels. The 
Junction Dock connects the Old 
and Humber Dock. There are 
also several dry docks for repair- 
mg vessels; the Railway Dock and the 
Victoria Dock and adjacent basin, 
which is as large if not larger than 
the Old Dock. In addition to these, 
à doek, called the West Dock, con- 
nected with the Humber Dock, has 
been constructed. It carries on a very 
extensive trade with tho Baltic, north 
of Europe, and German ports; and 
large fleets of boats, in conjunction 
with Grimsby, are employed in the 
fisheries. There are & large number 
of chapels for different denominations 
of Nonconformists, and several hand- 
scme churches, the oldest of which is 
ihe chureh of the Holy Trinity, 9

large and beautiful structure of ex- 
quisite workmanship; the churches 
dedicated to St Mary, St John, St 
Peter, and Christ Church are neat 
and commodious buildings. There is 
also a floating chapel for mariners, and 
a Jews synagogue. It has some 
important charitable institutions, the 
oldest of which is the Trinity House, 
for the relief of decayed seamen and 
their widows; the Charter-house 
hospital for the support of poor pen- 
sicners; and thor3 are, besides, 
several other hospitals and alms- 
houses for the poor. There is also 
a gramunar school, and a creat many 
private sehools, and a proprietary 
school, known as Hull College. The 
other publie buildings are the custom 
house, the exchange, corn exchange, 
a handsome town-hall, the pilot, dock, 
stamp, and excise offices, theatres, 
concerb hal, library, mansion house, 
mechanies institute, lyceum and 
athenzum. <A neat equestrian statue 
of William IlI. stands in the market 
place, and at the end of Junction 
Street there is à column surmounted 
hy a statue of Wilberforce, who was 
a mative of this town. There is a 
statue of the Queea in Pearson Park 
ab Sculcoates.. Wyke-upon-Hull was 
the ancient name of this town, but in 
1296 Edward I., who saw its great 
natural advantages, purehased it, and 
called it Kyngeston-upon-Hull. Не 
began the formation of the harbour, 
and thus the prosperity of the place 
commenced. By the end of the 13th 
century it had so progressed that its 
exports amounted to one-seventh of 
these of the whole kingdom. It has 
various flourishing industries, such as 
chemical works, tanneries, sugar re- 
fineries, shipbuilding, and seed crush- 
ing for oi; and it manufactures 
ropes, chains, canvas, machinery, &c.

It has 
numerous bays, the principal being 
St Catherine, St Brelade, St Helier, 
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St Ouen, Grouville, St Aubin, and 
Boulay. The coast is surrounded by 
a natural barrier of rocks, which 
nearly encircles the whole island ; but 
the soil is fertile, and sufficiently 
adapted for all the common crops, and 
also for rearing and feeding cattle, 
which is carried on to a great extent. 
The produce of the orchard is culti- 
vated, and a great quamtity of cider 
is made annually. Pears, peaches, 
apricots, melons, and strawberries 
are also grown, and are of excellent 
quality. Potatoes arrive at perfec- 
tion very early in the year, and are 
exported to England. Owing to the 
mildness of its climate it is much 
frequented by visitors from London and 
the south of England. The inhabit- 
ants, though subject to England, still 
speak the French language. They 
live almost entirely by the produee of 
the soil, or by what they receive in 
exchange for it, and are almost en- 
tirely engaged in agriculture and 
commerce. The island 1s protected 
by fortifications and defensive works. 
The island is under the superinten- 
dence of a governor and high bailiff, 
appointed by tho crown; and the 
legislative body called the States of 
Jersey, without whose approval no law 
made in England is binding, consists 
of three functionates: a high sheriff 
and two under sheriffs; the twelve 
judges of the royal court chosen for 
life by the ratepayers; twelve eon- 
stables, one for each parish, elected 
by the inhabitants every three years, 
and the rectors of the parishes under 
the dean of Jersoy, who is also rector 
of cne of them, and is the head of 
the ecclesiastical body in the island, 
subject to the bishop of Winchester. 
The livings are in the gift of the 
governor. The govemor sits in tha 
assembly, but does not vote, ard only 
speaks on matters connected with the 
interests of the crown. St Helier is 
the capital.

KENT, a maritime county, forming the 


south-eastern angle of England, and 
approaching nearer to the Continent 
than any other part of the kingdom. 
It is bounded north by the Thames, 
which divides it from Essex; east 
and south-east by the German Ocean 
and the Straits of Dover; south by 
{һе county of Sussex, and west by 
that of Surrey. The county is 
beautiful, from the extreme diversity 
of its surface, and the richness and 
variety of its scenery, which is un- 
commonly fine in many places, parti- 
cularly in the neighbourhood of Maid- 
stone, Tunbridge, and Sittingbourne. 
The Upper and the Lower hills tra- 
verse the whole county from west to 
east. The former is of chalk, and in 
some parts is nearly 700 feet high. 
The Lower hills, or southern range, 
are chiefly of ironstone and ragstone 
In the south-east comer of the 
county are the meadows of Romney 
Marsh, affording pasture to large 
flocks of sheep; the Romney Marsh 
sheep being very valuable, producing 
a large fleece of fine long wool, and 
fattening at an early age. Itisa 
large tract of low land, terminating 
to the south-east in the promontory 
of Dungeness, and skirted to the north 
and west by the Military Canal, a 
defensive work formed in ihe com- 
mencement of the present century, 
which extends from Hythe to Rye in 
Sussex. The principal rivers after 
the Thames, are the Medway, the 
Stour, the Darent, and the Rother. 
In Kent every department of agricul- 
ture is carried on with great suecess. 
About one-fourth of the hops grown 
every year in England is raised in 
Kent. A large number cf the inhabit- 
ants aro also engaged in market 
gardening and fruit growing for the 
London market. The Isle of Thanet 
is a very fertile district, and in the 
Isle of Sheppey there are large tracts 
of marsh and pasture lands. The 
oyster fisheries of Faversham and Mil- 
ton, and of the Swale, an arm of the . 
estuary of the Medway, have been 
long noted; and at St Margaret’s 
Bay, near Dover, large quantities of 
small but very delicate lobsters are 
caught. There are a few unimportant 
minerals found in the district such 
as chalk, flint, ragstone, one of the 
best kinds in England for building 
purposes, and pyrites. The most 
extensive and important chalk pits are 
those of Northfleet and Greenhithe, 
near Gravesend. The varous dock- 
yards at Deptford, Woolwich, Chat- 
ham, &c., employ numerous hands; 
and shipbuilding is carried on in the 
towns that are situated on the eoas 
Kent returns eight members to Par- 
liament.

LANCASHIRE, a maritime county, on 
the north-west coast, stretching along 
the east coast of the Irish Sea, from 
the Mersey to Duddon river. It is 
beunded on the west by the Irish Sea, 
east by Yorkshire, south by Cheshire, 
and north by Westmoreland and 
Cumberland. In the time of Edward 
IIL it was made a county palatine, 
in favour of his son Jehn of Gaunt, 
who was created duke of Lancaster; 
but in the reign of Edward IV. the 
duchy was re-annexed to the crown. 
The chancer- court, however, of the 
duchy of Lancaster still exists, and a 
chancellor and other officers are duly 
appointed whenever a change oft 
ministry takes place. The county is 
level along the sea-coast on the west, 
but rugged and mountainous in the 
north and east, where the long ridge 
called the 4 backbone. of England ” 
separates it from Yorkshire. In the 
north, Coniston Fell is the highest 
summit, and rises to nearly 2600 feet 
above the level of the sea. The prin- 
cipal rivers ате the Mersey, the 
Ribble, tha Wyre, the Duddon, and 
the Irwell There are several lakes, 
of which Windermere, Coniston, and 
Esthwaite are the chief. All the 
rivers forms largs estuaries as they 
fall into the sea; which are, in 
general, much encumbered with sand- 
banks. Those, however, which are 
not naturally navigable have been 
rendered 80; and sueh an extensive 
system of inland navigation has been 
formed that all parts of the county 
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are brought into communication with 
each other by means of canal. The 
Manchester Ship Canal, opened in 
1893, cost upwards of £15,909,000. 
Oats form the principal corn crop, the 
soil and climate being peculiarly 
favonrable to the growth of this 
grain. Barley, wheat, peas, and 
beans are also grown. It has been 
log famous for its potatoes, and a 
variety of other vegetables are also 
raised, especially in the neighbourhood 
of the large towns. Extensive coal- 
fields are found in the southern and 
central portions of the county. Lime- 
stone, freestone, whinstones, elates, 
and flags also abound. Iron ore is 
plentiful in Furness district, and cop- 
per ore 1s found there as well, but not 
in great abundance. Lancashire 18 
the chief seat of the cotton manufac- 
ture in England; silk, woollen, and 
linen goods; hats, stockings, rails, 
watch-tools and movements, earthen- 
ware, porcelain, paper, and other 
articles are also manufactured. The 
cotton manufacture calls a variety of 
other employments into operation 
that happen to be in connection with 
it, and indirectly gives support to a 
great number of bleachers, dyers, 
printers’ tool-makers, and engine and 
machine-makers. There are in the 
county large works for smelting iron 
and copper, for blowing bottles and 
common glass, and casting  plate- 
glass; also chemical works. Lanca- 
shire returns twenty-three members 
to Parliament. Area, 1,219,221 acres. 
Pop. 3,957,964

LINCOLN, Linc., an Episcopal city, 
municipal and parliamentary borough, 
and county and market town, has R.

It is a eity of great antiquity, but it 
has lost much of its former splendour. 
Of the public buildings, the principal 
is the cathedral, or minster, a fine 
specimen of Norman and Early Eng- 
lish architecture. It has three high 
and richly decorated towers, which 
were formerly surmounted with 
spires. The grand western front is 
especially distinguished for the beauty 
and magnificence of its arehitecture. 
The building has been thoroughly re- 
paired and restored. Besides the 
catbedral, there are a number of par- 
ish churches, and several chapels for 
Nonconformists. Among the other 
places of interest are the castle, the 
county and city gaols, the county 
haspital, the free grammar school, the 
diceesan school and other educational 
establishments, an assembly room, a 
theatre, lunatic asylum, market house, 
several libraries, and a mechanics’ 
institute. A corn exchange,, with a 
spacious hall for public meetings, a 
cattle market, and a vegetable mar- 
ket. There is also a general market 
near the corn exchange. Few places 
in the kingdom afford so many re- 
mains of antiquity as Lincoln. The 
most remarkable are Exchequer Gate, 
in the eathedral close, and the remains 
of buildings called John of Gaunt’s 
palace and stables. There is also an 
old gateway of handsome appearance 
in the High Street. Has iron foun- 
dries, and also manufactures agricul- 
tural machinery. Its horse fair is 
one of the iargest in the world.

LINCOLNSHIRE, a maritime county, 
bounded on the easb by th» German 
Oeean; north by the river Humber, 
which divides it from Yorkshire; west 
by the counties of York, Nottingham, 
and Leicester; and south by the coun- 
ties of Rutland, Northampton, and 
Cambridge. It is celebrated for the 
number and beauty of its churches. 
Alibeugh the entire surface of Lin- 
colrshire is flat and low, and presenta 
but little diversity of appearance, ib 
is divided by nature into three parts. 
The Wolds are chalk downs, which 
commenee near Spilsby, and extend, 
in a north-westerly direction, to Bar 
ton-on-the-Humber. They are, on an 
average, nearly 8 miles in breadth, 
and besides the ordinary live stock, a 
ereat number of rabbits are reared. 
The Heaths, north and south of Lin- 
coln, extend from the Humber to

Grantham, and are, for the most part, 
enclosed and cultivated, and produce 
all the ordinary crops. Along the 
foot of the Wolds is a low land, which 
forms a district called the Marsh, a 
long and rather narrow strip, extend- 
ing from Wainfleet, on the Wash, to 
the Humber. To the south of this is 
the district of the Fens, whieh forms 
the northern termination of the great 
fenny district, whieh extends so widely 
over the ccunties of Norfolk, Cam- 
bridge, Bedford, and Huntingdon. 
The principal rivers are the Trent, 
Welland, Witham, Glen, and Anc- 
holme. The county is also intersected 
by various canals. The Fens form one 
of the richest tracts in the kingdom. 
They afford excellent pasture lands, 
on which large numbers of sheep and 
cattle are reared. АП the ordinary 
crops are grown in this part of 
the county with advantage, especi- 
ally, oats, which are raised in 
greab quantities. In many parts 
of the Fens which have not 
yet been brorght into cultivation 
thcusands of geese are reared, partly 
for the sake of their quills and 
feathers, and partly to supply the 
London market. Immense numbers 
of wild fowl are also caught im these 
fens by decoys. The soil of the 
Heaths is in general a good sandy 
loam upon a bed of limestone. The 
number of sheep in the county 1s very 
great, and it has long been famous for 
its breed of horses. Lincolnshire re- 
turns seven members to Parliament.

LIVERPOOL, Lanc., an Episcopal 
city, & principal seaport, a municipal 
and parliamentary borough and mar- 
ket town, situated on the Mersey, has 
R. S. and a head P. О. with al 
depts. Its commodious harbour is 
of the first-class, and stretches about 
64 miles along the mver, and com- 
prises upwards of fifty docks and 
basins, with a total water area of 
about 380 acres, and nearly 25 miles 
of quayage, and having immense ware- 
houses for the accommodation of mer- 
chandise. The cpening of the Man- 
chester Ship Canal in 1894 had no 
appreciable effect on the trade of the 
port. The town is of great antiquity, 
but was of comparatively little impor- 
tance till the beginning of the 10th 
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century. Since then it has rapidly 
advanced to opulence and magnitude; 
no less than £ 390,000,000 having been 
spent on town improvements. It is 
well built, the streets are spacious 
and airy, while some of them present 
a handsome and imposing appearance. 
The suburbs abound with villas and 
mansions, belonging to the principal 
merchants of Liverpool and other 
wealthy families, which are built in a 
style of elegance and splendcur which 
alike betokens and befits the taste and 
opulence of their owners. The public 
buildings are numerous, and gener- 
ally remarkable for their great size 
and architectural beauty. Of these, 
the town-hall and municipal buildings 
in Dale Street, and the adjacent ex- 
change, are the principal. The latter 
building co:nprises newsrooms, under. 
writers’ rooms, cotton sales’ rooms, 
merchants’ offices, and the apartments 
appropriated to the Liverpool and 
American chambers of commerce. 
Near the town-hall is a bronze statue 
to Lord Nelson. There are also 
monuments to Queen Victoria, the 
late Prince Consort, Lord Beaeons- 
field, and the Duke of Wellington 
near St George’s Hall. Among other 
public buildings of importance are the 
corn exchange, the Lyceum and 
Athenzeum, the custom house, court 
house, and the new post office. Free 
libraries and museum, Picton reading 
room, Walker art gallery, the Sailors’ 
Home, the royal and mechanics’ in- 


' stitutions, and the borough gaol. St 


George’s Hall is in Lime Street. It 
is а handsome structure, built after 
the Corinthian стіег of architecture, 
and containing the assize courts, a 
concert room, and a hall for public 
meetings. Liverpool contains about 
100 churches, of which St Nicholas’ is 
the oldest. There are also about 150 
places of worship for Roman Catholics, 
Fresbyterians, and Nonconformists. 
The charitable institutions are also 
numerous and ‘well conducted. Among 
these may be notieed the dispansaries 
for supplying medicines to the sick 
poor, a hospital for decayed seamen 
and their widows and children, a fever 
hospital, a ladies’ charity, for the relief 
of poor married women in childbed; 
a penitentiary for unfortunate women, 
the Southern Hospital, the Stanley 
Hospital, the Northern Hospital, the 
Strangers’ Friend Society, an ophthal- 
mic hospital, a lunatic asylum, and 
many others. There аге several 
institutions estabhshed for ths en- 
couragement of literary and scientific 
pursuits, the chief of which іѕ the 
Royal Institution, where publis lec- 
tures are given, and jn connection 
with which a botanic garden was also 
established in 180r, at an expense of 
about £10,000. The University Col- 
lege is affiliated with the Victoria 
University ; other institutions are the 
Liverpool College, Queen’s College, 
Medical Institute, Liverpool Insti- 
tute, and Royal Institution. There 
are several large covered market 
houses for the sale of provisions of 
all kinds, meat, vegetables, poultry, 
and fish, the chief of which is St 
John’s Market. There are theatres 
and music halls, concert rooms, and 
similar places of amusement in var- 
ious parts of the town, and on the 
land side аге numerous parks, of 
which the principal are Stanley Park 
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and Sefton Park. The trade of 
Liverpool is most extensive; and it 
is to this, rather than to manufac- 
tures, that it owes its importance. 
It has, however, sugar refineries, 
breweries, rope walks, glass works, 
brass and iron foundries, soda works, 
and manufactures of watches and 
jewellery. Shipbuilding is carried on 
to a considerable extent. The trade 
of Liverpool to all parts of the globe 
is very great, and has beeu largely 
extend2d by the construction and ar- 
rangement of the docks. Nearly all 
the raw cotton imported into Great 
Britain is brought into it; and from 
it an immense number of emigrants 
start every year for Canada, the 
United States, and all parts of the 
world.

LONDON, the famous capital of Eng- 
land, and the metropolis and seat of 
government of the British empire, 
the supreme seat of the judicatuve of 
the country, and its financial and 
commercial centre, and the place of 
residence uf the wealthier elasses from 
all parts of the kingdom. It extends 
to about 122 square miles, of which 
about three-fourths are in Middlesex, 
the remainder mostly in Surrey, with 
portions in Essex and Kent. Ii 
measures about 14 miles from east to 
west, and ro miles from north to 
south, includes the cities of London 
and Westminster on the north bank 
of the Thames, and the ancient 
boroughs of Lambeth and South- 
wark on the south bank of the 
river. To each of these principal 
divisions of London many neighbour- 
ing towns and villages have been suc- 
cessively annexed. The opposite 
banks are connected by numerous 
bridges. Besides these, the Thames 
is crossed by several railway bridges, 
and throughout London are innumer- 
able railwav stations. London was 
constituted the capital of England by 
Alfred the Great, who may be re- 
garded as the founder of our merch- 
anb navy, he having built several 
large vessels, which he lent to the 
merchants, at the same time assist- 
ing them with money. In 925 King 
Athelstan had a palace in it, and, dur- 
ing successive reigns, the dimensions 
of the city were gradually extended. 
Wiliam the Conqueror recog- 
nised the ancient rights of Lon- 
don in a special charter (still pre- 
served), confirming the privileges ез- 
joyed by the citizens under Edwaré 
the Confessor. William Rufus, in 
1097, built Westminster Hall. Henry 
I. in :iror made London an important 
grant by the annexation of the county 
of Middlesex to its jurisdietion; and 
held a council cf state at Westmin- 
ster im 1116. This meeting of the 
nobility is by some reckoned the first 
Parliament. Richard I. changed the 
designation of the chief magistrate 
from Portreeve to Mayor in 1190. 
Henry III. in 1221 Jaid the first stone 
of the Abbey Church of Westminster, 
which remains a monument of the 
taste and architecture of the age 
In 1279 Edward I. massacred 280 
Jews, and seized their property, and . 
expelled 19,000 Jews in 1239. 
1285 a conduit in Cheapside was sup- 
plied with water brought from Ty- 
burn by leaden pipes, and 1340 tolls 
were imposed fer paving the streets 
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in and near the city. In 1354 the 
title of Lord Mayor was conferred by 
Edward III. The streets were first 
lighted with lanterns in 1415; and, 
in 1443, the supply of water being 
found insufficient, pipes were laid 
from Paddington. А statute was 
passed in 1533 for paving some of the 
streets; and ib appears that the 
Strand was then only partly built. 
The Royal Exchange was opened in 
1556. The increase of London now 
became so rapid that Queen Elizabeth 
and King James each issued procla- 
mations against any farther exten- 
sion of the sity. The new river water 
was brought into the city in 1620 at a 
cost of £509,000, and a subsequent 
expenditure of £1,000,000. About 
166: а great many streets in St 
James’s parish were built and 
finished, particularly St James’s 
Street, Pall Mall, and Piccadilly; and 
other streets were ordered to be 
widened. In 1665 London was almost 
depopulated by the great plague, 
nearly 70.000 of the inhabitants fall- 
ing victims to this disorder; and, in 
the following year, a dreadful con- 
flagration broke out, and destroye 
13,000 houses, and most of the 
churches and corporation halls, the 
ruins covering an area of 436 acres, 
extending along the river from Lon- 
don Bridge to Temple Bar. In re- 
building the city many important im- 
provements were effected, the streets 
being widened and the houses being 
constructod | of more substantial 
materials. In 1685 the population of 
Spitalfields and St Giles's was much 
increased by an immigration of 
French Protestant manufacturers, 
who left their native eountry in con- 
sequence of the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes. In 1689 the district 
called the Seven Dials was buit, and 
the suburbs to the east of the Tower 
were also greatly extended. Soho 
Square was built at the close of the 
17th century, and, in a few years 
afterwards, Hanover Square, Caven- 
dish Square, and the streets adiacent, 
as well as Bedford Row, Red Lion 
Square, Hatton Garden, and several 
obher streets and squares, were 
finished. The streets from Leicester 
Square to St Martin’s Lane North 
and to the Haymarket and Soho West, 
and thence nearly to Knightsbridge, 
were added in the reign of George I., 
or early in that of George П. In 1730 
two new parishes were formed—St 
George, Bloomsbury, and St Anne, 
Limehouse; and, about the same 
time, the north side of Oxford Street 
was partly built, and many streets 
near it were completed. The exten- 
sion of the metropolis since the 
middle of the last century has pro- 
ceeded with unprecedenicd rapidity, 
covering the fields, gardens, and 
marshes in the vicinity with new 
squares and streets. The direction 
of the main streets are parallel to the 
course of the river Thames, or very 
nearly so, from west to east; and the 
cross streets run, for the most part, in 
а transverse direction from north to 
south. There are two chief lines 
of streets from west to east; one, 
which may be called the northern 
line, commences at the north side of 
Hyde Park, and, under the succes- 
sive names of Oxford Street, Jt 
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Giles’s, Holborn, the Holborn Via- 
duct, Newgate Street, Cheapside, 
Cornhill, and Leadenhall Street, is 
continued to Whitechapel and Mile 
End, on the Essex Road. The 
southern line commences at the south 
side of Hyde Park, and consists of 
Piccadilly, St James's Street, Pall 
Mall, Charing Cross, the Strand, 
Fleet Street, Ludgate Hill, St Paul's 
Churchyard, Cannon Street, and 
Tower Street; whence, crossing 
Tower Hill it may be said to be 
further extended two miles along the 
river side, in Wapping. One of the 
great features of London are its 
numerous parks. "The princi»al are: 
—Hyde Park, whieh is the largesi 
and most fashionable; St James's 
Park; ihe Green Park; Regent’s 
Park, in the north; here are the 
Zoological and Botanic Gardens; Vic- 
toria Park, in the east; and Ratter- 
sea Park and Kennington Park, in the 
south; also Kensington Gardens, 
with which Hyde Park communicates 
ut several points, may be mentioned. 
The subterranean works which have 
been constructed for the accommoda- 
tion of the inhabitants of London, 
consisting of sewers, drains, and 
pipes for the conveyance of gas and 
water and electricity are most exten- 
sive and curious. The main system 
of sewers, consists of miles of brick- 
work, and has an outlet into the 
Thames between Barking and Erith. 
There is also the underground rail- 
way. The houses are chiefly built 
of briek; the principal squares are 
Belgrave, Eaton, Grosvenor, Port. 
man, St James's, Hanover, Caven- 
dish, Bedford, Russell, Bloomsbury, 
Tavistock, Euston, Brunswick, and 
Finsbury, and Lincoln’s Inn Fields. 
The principal publie structures in 
tho metropolis in the city and east 
of ib are the Tower, the Mint, the 
Triniby House, the Bank of England, 
the Mansion House, the Royal Ex- 
change, the Custom House, the 
Excise Office, and the Guildhali. The 
bridges of Tower, London, South- 
wark, and Blackfriars; the Monu- 
ment, General Post Office, S5 Lake's 
Hospital, St Pauls Cathedral, the 
ehurches of St Stephen, Walbrook, 
St Mary-le-Bow, St Brids, Fleet 
Street, and the Temple Church. The 
markets are numerous; comprising 
Covent Garden and Farringdon, for 
fruit and vegetables;  Billingsgate, 
for fish; the Meat Market at Smith- 
field and Leadenhall Market for the 
sale of meat of all kinds and poultry. 
The cattle market occupies th» site 
which once was called Copenhagen 
Fields. The White Tower was 
erected by William the Conqueror for 
the purpose of intimidating the siti- 
zens, and the other buildings and 
fortifications have been added to it at 
different periods. The whole is sur- 
rounded by a moat. The Tower was 
inhabited as a palace by several Eng- 
lish sovereigns, until the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. Since her death it 
has been chiefiv used as a state prison 
and depository for arms, records, 
jewels, and property belonging to the 
crown. Tha arms and ancient arm- 
our have been excellently arranged, 
and form an interesting and instruc- 
tive exhibition intimately eonnected 
with the history of our country. Ths 
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Trinity House, an association which 
has the control of all lighthonses and 
buoys on the coast, and which wnay 
be considered as the head of the mer- 
cantile navy of Great Britain, is a 
very handsome building on the north 
side of Great Tower Hill. The Beth- 
nal Green Museum and the People’s 
Palace are recent additions to tha 
interesting buildings of the East 
End. А noble pillar, 202 feet high, 
called the London Monument, stands 
on the east side of Fish Street Hill. 
It was erected by Sir Christopher 
Wren, to commemorate the great fire 
of 1666. The cathedral church of St 
Pau! is placed in the first rank among 
modern works of architecture in the 
British empire. The first stone was 
laid in June, 1675, and the lash in 
1710; tho work being completed in 
35 years, by one architeet, Sir Chris- 
topher Wren. Тһе plan is a Latin 
cross, with an additional arm or tran- 
sept ab the west end, and a semi- 
circular projection at the east end, 
for the altar. A dome rises from the 
intersection of the nave and transept, 
and is terminated by a lantern, sur- 
mounted by a ball and a cross, of 
copper gilt. This vast fabric is 510 
feet long, 250 bread, and, with the 
dome, 370 feet high. Тһе entire 
ascent to the ball is made by 616 
sieps. The cathedral contains mcnu- 
ments erected to the memory of many 
eminent persons deceased, and cost 
747,974. Besides St Paul's, London 
comprises a vast number of churches, 
with towers and spires in almost 
every style cf architecture. The inns 
of court are the Inner and Middle 
Temple, Lincoln’s Inn, and Grays 
Inn. Each of these is eomposed of 
several large houses, which are built 
round quadrangular areas, and are 
divided into numerons sets of cham- 
bers, inhabited or used as offices by 
barristers, students, attorneys, and 
solicitors. Ths principal buildings 
west of the city, exclusive of Puck- 
ingham and St James’s palaces and 
houses of the nobility, are Wesimin- 
ster Abbey, Westminster Hall, the 
Law Courts in the Strand, the Record 
Office between Chancery Lane and 
Fetter Lane, the House of Lords and 
House of Commons, otherwise known 
as the New Palace of Westminster; 
the Horse Guards, the War Cffice, 
the Admiralty, the Treasury, the 
offices of the secretaries of state in 
Downing Street and neighbourhood ; 
Somerset Hi.use, а grand and sxten- 
sive stone building in the Strand, ap- 
propriated to various public uses ani 
offiees. The Victoria Embankment, 
completed in 1870 at a cost uf 
{,2,000,000, forms a magnificent pro- 
menade along the Thames from 
Westminster to Blackfriars Bridge. 
The British Museum, in Great Rus- 
sell Street, Blcomsbury, is a noble 
building, with a magnificent reading 
roem, opened in 1857, for the benefit 
of thoso engaged in literary pursuits. 
The South Kensington Museum; the 
National Gallery, Trafalgar Square, 
and Rurlington House, the headquar- 
ters of the Royal Academy, and many 
Icarned societies. The most remark- 
able churches in this direction are 
those of St George, Hanover Square 
and St Marylebone. Southwark con- 
tains Guy’s Hospital, the Magdalene 


Hospital in Blackfriars Road, the 
Roman Catholic cathedral dedicated 
to St George, and the new Bethle- 
hem Hospital for lunatics, erected in 
St George’s Fields. The bridges 
which unite the divisions of tke 
metropolis built on the opposite banks 
of the Thames have already been 
named. London Bridge, till the mid- 
dle of the 18th century, was the only 
bridge whieh connected the Middle- 
sex and Surrey banks; Westminster, 
one of the finest bridges in the coun- 
try, was opened in 1860; Blackfriars 
has heen replaced by a new structure 
of stone and iron, opened in 1869. 
The Tower Bridge, opened in 1804 
at a cost of £830,000, is on the “ bas- 
cule? principal, with Gothic towers, 
the centre span of 200 feet, being cut 
ut two halves, to be raised by machin- 
ery, and brought flush with the 
towers; an upper footwav for pas- 
sengers, 140 feet above water, 18 
aoproachel by _ stars and lifts 
within the towers, each leaf of 
the opening span weighs 959 tons. 
Waterloo Bridge was begun in the 
year 1811 and opened in 1817, on the 
anniversary of the battle of Waterloo. 
It consists of nine equal arches, each 
of 20 feet span; the piers are oo 
feet thick, and adorned with Tuscan 
columns; the width within the para- 
peta is 42 feet. It cost upwards of 
£1,000 000, which was raised by a 
subscription. Chelsea Bridge was 
opened in 1858, to unite the Batter- 
sea side of the river with the Chelsea 
side. "Two miles below London 
Bridge is the Thames Tunnel, which 
was commenced in 1825, by Sir 
Isambard Brunel a3 the engineer, and 
opened in 1846. The publie chari- 
ties of London (exclusive of paroch- 
ial establishments) are numerous, 
and apply to every case of infirmity 
or distress. Among these may be 
named St  Barthclomew’s, b 
Thomas’s, and Christs Hospitals. 
St Bartholomew’s, in Smithfield, and 
St Thurmas’s on the banks of the 
Thames opposite the Houses of 
Parliament, are appropriated to the 
relief of tbe diseased; and Christ's 
Hosnital to the maintenance snd 
education of boys who may be 
selected and presented by the gover- 
ners. The other hospitals are 
Eethlehera for lunatics; the Charter 
House, which is an asylum for de- 
cayed householders, with a free 
School attaehed to it; Guy's, built 
by Thomas Guy, bookseller, in 1701, 
and endowed by him ab his death with 
£240,000; St Luke's; the Foundling 
Hospital, m Guildford Street; 8% 
George’s Hospital, near Hyde Park 
Corner; the London Hospital, White- 
chapel; the Middlesex Hospital, Ber- 
ners Street; the Wes*tminsitsr Hospi- 
tal, and several others ; with numer- 
ous Gispensaries, establishments, and 
houses for the benefit of the poor and 
the afflicted, as well as the unfortu- 
nate. There is no city in the world 
where charity of every description is 
dispensed with such a liberal hand as 
in London The lord mayor, alder- 
men, and common council, form the 
court of common council, which con- 
stitutes the legislature of the city, 
and by which all laws are framed 
which are necessary for its internal 
government The lord mayor is the 
© | 
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chief magistrate in the city, and the 
aldermen are justices of tbe peaee for 
life for the city, and the chief magi- 
strates in their respective wards 
The other principal executive officers 
of this corporaticn are the recorder, 
cominon serjeant, town clerk, ond 
two sheriffs. There are now upwards 
vf 200 common councillors. Since 
1837 London has been the seat of а 
university, with which many colleges 
throughout the country аге сог- 
nected, and its buildings are in Pie- 
cadilly. The literary апа scientific 
institutions are numerous; among 
these may be mentioned the Royal 
Society, incorporated in 1662, ander 
the presidency of Sir Isaac Newton; 
the Royal Geographical Society, the 
Society of Antiquaries, the Board of 
Agriculture, the Society for the En- 
couragement of Arts, Manufactures, 
and Commerce; the Royal Institu- 
tion; the London, Surrey, and Rus- 
sell Institutions; the Linnzan Soc- 
lety, devoted to botany and natural 
history; the Philosophical Society of 
London, the British Mineralogical 
Soeiety, the Entomological, Horticul- 
tural, Geological, Mathematical, 
Medical, Medical and Chirurgical, 
and City Philosophical Societies. The 
South Kensington Museum, in Crom- 
well Road, Brompton, was opened in 
1857. It contains works of art, 
specimens of animals, and vegetable 
and mineral productions, a collection 
of educational apparatus, and pic- 
tures. Near this building, in Hyde 
Park, 1s a magnificent structure to 
the memory of Prince Albert. Tho 
Imperial Institute, erected to com- 
memorate the jubilee uf the reign of 
Queen Victoria is also in the vicinity. 
The British Museum is the grand na- 
tional depository of antiquities, sculp- 
ture, natural and artificial curiosities, 
scientific collections, manuscripts, 
and printed books. It was estab- 
lished by Act of Parliament, in 1753. 
in consequence of the will of Sir Hans 
Sloane. Several institutions have 
been established for promoting the fine 
arts—namely, the Royal Academy, in- 
stituted in 1768. Ап annual exhibi- 
tion of paintings is made at the Royal 
Academy. The National Gallery is 
їп Trafalgar Sqnare, where are also 
fountains, which frequently play; 
monuments to the memory of Nelson, 
Havelock, and other illustricns men; 
and four splendidly-modelled lions in 
bronze, by Sir Edwin Landseer, on 
pedestals jutting out from the base 
of Nelson’s column. For operatic and 
musical performances there are 
theatres and numerous music halls 
scattered throughout the metropolis. 
Every kind of entertainment is pro- 
vided for the pleasure-seeking citizen. 
Newgate is the gaol of London and 
Middlesex, and is situated in the Old 
Bailey. There are, hesides, various 
other prisons. At a very early per- 
iod London beeame the seat of an ex- 
tensive trade. From London Bridye 
ihe Thames for several miles is occu- 
pied by her shipping. To provide 
further accommodation several docks 
have been constructed, the chief of 
which are the St Katherine's Docks, 
the London Docks, the West India, 
East India, and Victoria Docks, all of 
which are on the north bank of the 


river, between the Tower and North ! 
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Dock, which is

Woolwich, and the Commercial Docks: 
on tho south side of the river, oppo- 
site the West India Docks. The 
last-named docks were opened in 1802. 
They are formed across the narrowest 
part of the Isle of Dogs, and com- 
prise two basins—one of 30 acres, 
for unloading the ships arrived frcm 
the West Indies, and the other of 24 
acres, for loading outward-bound 
ships. The London Docks were 
opened in 1805, and are used for the 
general trade of the port. The Fast 
India Docks are situated at Black- 
wall; the loading dock is 780 feet 


long and 520 wide, and the discharg- 
ing dock consists of 184 acres. 


Tho 
Victoria Docks are situated to the 
east of Blackwall, and has an area of 
about гоо acres. The Royal Albert 
below Woolwich 
Reach, has an area of about 430 
acres. Tilbury Docks, a Uttle above 
Gravesend, were opened in 1886, and 
are among the finest in the world. 
Thirty-two steam vessels of the 
largest size can be accommodated for 
loading or diseharging cargo, and the 
tidal basin enables tho largest to leave 
or enter irrespective of tidal condi- 
tions. About 14,020,000 tons of ship- 
ping enter the port annualiy. The 
manufactures are vf every kind, but 
consist chiefly of silk fabries, cutlery, 
jewellery, watches, japan-ware, cut 
glass, books, 2abinebwork, carriages, 
and other fine goods and articles of 
superior description. The southern 


. bank of the Thames is пей with 
, manufactories, 


such as iron foun- 
dries, dye houses, soap and oil manu- 
factories, glass works, distilleries, 
tanyards, and hat manufaetories ; and 
in many other parts there are brewer- 
ies, shipbuilders’ yards, oieloth ani 
paper manufactories, vinegar works, 
and chemical manufactovies on a 
large scale. Its population increased 
from 747,043 in 1801 to 4,211,056 in . 
1891. London returns 62 members 
to Parliament, and one member for 
the University besides

MAN, ISLE OF, is situated in the 
centre of the Irish Sea, and has an 
area of 145,325 acres. On account of 
its equable climate it has been styled 
the Madeira of the British Isies. Its 
scenery is justly celebrated for its 
loveliness and picturesque variety ; 
and it presents exceptional attractions 
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for the holiday-maker and the angler, 
as well as the student of history, “and 
the readers of romance in Scott and 
Hall Caine. The unique position of 
the island makes it the favourite holi- 
aay ground of the three kingdoms. 
The busy workers in the great manu- 
facturing districis of England early 
discovered its attractions, but during 
recent vears it has made rapid strides 
in popularity among all classes of the 
community. It is in a large measure 
due to the excellence of its hotels, 
and the comforts of its boarding- 
houses. These form quite a special 
feature of the island, and the cnarges 
are extremely moderate. Much is 
also due to the excellent service of 
steamers from all the leading ports, 
those on the Liverpool route being the 
largest and swiftest passenger 
steamers afloat. Visitors here find 
no lack of recreation; it has ample 
os facilities, and fishing, yacht- 
‚ and boating can be had along the 
E The chief town is Douglas 
(q.v.) There are convenient railways 
to all parts of the island, and all postal 
facilities. The earls of Derby were 
formerly kivgs of Man, they were suc- 
ceeded in the sovereignty by the 
dukes of Athole, from whom it was 
acquired by the English government 
in 1765. All legislative power in the 
Isle of Man is vested in the Court of 
Tynwald, consisting of the governor 
and council, the latter comprising the 
bishop, two deemsters, the attorney- 
general, clerk of the rolls, wate: 
bailiff, archdeacon, and vicar-general, 
and the House of Keys, a body of 
twenty-four representatives elected 
by the people, who possess household 
suffrage in towns, £4 owner and £6 
tenant franchise in the couniry, which 
is also enjoyed by women. The whole 
island is under the ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction of a biskop, who is 
styled bishop of Sodor and Man, and 
is, besides, sole baron of the isle, and 
possesses other important privileges. 
The bishop sits in the House of Lords, 
but does not vote. On the south is 
a small island called the Calf of Маг.

MANCHESTER, Lanc., an Episcopal 
city, municipal, parliamentary, and 
county borough, and market town, 
converted into a seaport in 1893 by 
the epening of the Ship Canal, chief 
seat and centre of the cotton manu- 
facture in England. It is situated 
on the Irwell, which separates it from 
the neighbouring borough of Salford. 
The greater part of the town hes on 
the left or east bank of the river; 
but Salford is built entirely on the 
west bank, and is joined to the oppo- 
site side by several bridges. The 
town has been much improved and 
extended in late years. The central 
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parts consist of a great number of 
spacious streets, lanes, alleys, and 
courts, all crowded with warehouses, 
factories, and shops. The churches 
and chapels are numerous. When 
Manchester was made the seat of a 
bishopric, the Collegiate Church, 
usually called the Old Church. a fine 
Gothic structure, richly ornamented 
both externally and internally, was 
erected into the cathedral church of 
the diocese. It has a tower 139 fest 
high, with a peal of ten bells. Its 
entire breadth is 120 feet from north 
to south; and the whole length from 
east to west is 216 feeb. Some of the 
other churches deserve notice; as St 
George’s, in Hulme; St Luke's, in 
Cheetham ; and Trinity Church at 
Salford. There is a Roman Catholic 
cathedral in Salford. The chapels for 
Romar Catholics and Nonconformiste 
number about 150, with five svna- 
gogues, a place of worship for mem- 
bers of the Greek Church, and an 
Armenian Church. No town is more 
distinguished by the number of its 
charitable institutions. Cheetham 
Fospital is intended for the main- 
tenance and education of eighty buys, 
from the age of six to fourteen, and 
has a large library and museum at- 
tached to it. In addition to this, 
there is tha Manchester Free Gram- 
mar School, founded in 1515; the 
Lancashire Independent College, in 
connection with the University of Lon- 
don; Manchester New College, and 
ihe Albert Memorial Hall, belonging 
to the Unitarians; Owens College 
(nucleus «f the Victoria University, 
chartered in 1880) "was founded in 
18591 from a bequest of £100,000, 
made by Jobn Owens, а су mer- 
chant. The Technical School is of 
the first class. The infirmary is a 
handsome set of buildings, opposite 
Piccadilly : it ineludes a large general 
hospital, a dispensary, and a lunatic 
asylum and hospital. There are, be- 
sides a lying-in hospital, the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary Society, the House of Re- 
covery, or fever ward, the Strangers’ 
Friend Scciety, instituted in 1791; 
an hospitai for persons efflicted with 
diseases of the eye; also the Royal, 
Saliord, and Lock Hospitals. Of the 
associations for promoting literature 
and science, the principal are the 
Literary and Fhilosophical Society, 
founded in 1781; the Royal Institu- 
tion; Geological, Statistical, Archi- 
tectural, Phrenological, Botanical, 
and Natural History Societies, be- 
sides several mechanics’ institutes 
and literary societies. Among hbraries 
in Manchester which have been estab- 
lished for the benefit of the working 
classes, the Manchester Free Library 
in King Street and the Salford Free 
Library in Peel Park are the most 
important; but branches are to be 
found in most of the suburbs. 
The Exchange, for the resort of the 
merchants and tradesmen, is a very 
fine and spacious building, built in 
the Doric style. On the groand 
floor is a magnificent hall 185 foet 
long and 92 feet broad, comprising 
an area of 77.020 square feet, with 
rooms above for publie dinners, meet- 
ings, &c., on a corresponding scale. 
The other buildings of importance 
aro the Corn Exchange, the Free 
Trade Hall in Peter Street, the Maa- 
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ehester Assize Courts, completed in 
1864; the new town-hall in Albert 
Square, cost £1,053,000, and has a 
tower 286 feet high, containing а peut 
of 21 bells; the Royal Exchange, th- 
Commercial Buildings, in which is a 
convenient Stock Exchange, markets 
for meat, vegetables, and general 
purpoaes, ànd several theatres, coa- 
cert hall, assembly rooms, Saiford and 
Chorltcn town-halls, the New Bailey 
Prison in Salford, founded in 1787; 
the borough gaol in the Gorton 
Road; varicus asylums for the blind 
and deaf and dumb, and the bar- 
racks. Manchester contains several 
public parks, the principal being the 
Queen's Park at Harpurhev, Alex- 
andra Park at Moss-side, Phillip’. 
Park at Bradford, and Peel’s Park in 
Salford. There are also three ceme- 
terles—one in the Rusholme Road, 
another at Harpurhey, and a third at 
Ardwick. The principal monuments 
are the Prince Consort memorial in 
Albert Square, and the statues of Cob- 
den, the duke of Welhnston, . Jobn 
Brighi, Cromwell, Sir Robert Peel, 
Bishop Fraser, Dalton, Watts, &c. 
It is the birthplace of the celebrated 
duke of Bridgewater, Henry Daiton, 
and the father of the great Sir Robert 
Peel. During the years 1862 and 
1863 the operatives of Manchester, in 
common with others engaged in the 
cotton trade suffered from the check 
given to the cotton manufacture by 
the war in America. It 1s as а manu- 
facturing city that Manchester de- 
rives its importance. Of its manu- 
factures, the principal, and the 
source of most of the rest, is the 
cotten manufacture. From Man- 
chester as a centre, this trade extends 
around ıt in all directions, to Laneas- 
ter and Derby on the north ard south, 
and to Leeds and Liverpool on the 
east and west. It is, besides, the 
general depot from which the rav 
material is distributed through all 
parts of the district, and in which all 
the merchandise made in the neigh- 
bouriug. towns is again collected 
when finished, to be sent to Hull, 
Liverpool, London, &c., and thence 
all over tho world. There are ire- 
portant engineering works, ігор 
foundries, and other works of a simi- 
lar kind. Besides the weaving and 
spinning, the printing, dyeing, and 
bleaching businesses are largely 
pursued. The hat manufacture is 
also very extensive, and there are 
large chemical wcrks, besides a great 
number of сіћег manufactories. Ry 
canals which proceed from Manches- 
ter to different parts of the country, 
it enjoys communication by water 
both with the eastern and western 
seas, being situated directly in the 
line of navigation which extends 
across this part of England frum 
shore to shore, but the most import- 
ant of these is the Manchester Skip 
Canal, opened in 37893 ab a cost of 
£15,000,000. It greatly increased 
the commercial importance of the 
city; as it is capable of admitting 
ocean steamers. The canal is 35% 
miles in length, and the docks at 
Manchester have a water surface of 
104% acres, and over 5 miles of quay- 
age. Manchester returns six mem- 
bers to Parliament.

There is also a 
handsome Roman Catholic church 
dedicated to St Mary, and numerous 
chapels for Nonconformists. The 
other public buildings of importance 
are the Mansion House, the Trinity 
House, and the Exchange buildings, 
the town-hall, a eorn exchange, a 
music hall, and various municipal 
offices, publie library, post office. 
farmers club.house, &c. 'The Moot 
Hall, er assize court, belonging to the 
county of Northumberland, is built 
in the style of the Temple of Thescus. 
at Athens. At the head of Grey 
Street there is a lofty column sup- 
porting a statue of Earl Grey, by 
Baily. Newcastle is connected with 
Gateshead by three bridges. The High 
Level Bridge, from plans by Robert 
Stephenson and T. E. Harrison; the 
Swing Bridge, and the Redheugh Sus- 
pension Bridge. To the south and to 


the east of the Exehange is the quay, | 


which is ono of the longest and most 
commodious in the United Kingdora. 
The Assembly Rooms are both eleg- 
ant and spacious. In addition to the 
buildings already mentioned, there 
are the theatres, a county court 
house, the Literary and Philosophical 
Institution, the Government Sehool 
of Design, and the barracks. Just 
outside the west gate are the puthic 
baths, conveniently fitted up. The 
market hou:e for meat, poultry, but- 
ter, fruit, and vegetables occupies 
nearly three acres, and is one of the 
hancsomest in the kingdom. 16 has 
the ruins of an ancient castle. The 
chief charitable institutions are the 
infirmary, the dispensary, a fever 
hospital, lunatic asylum for the coun- 
ties of Darham and Northumberland, 
and many other hospitals, infirmaries, 
and almshouses and asylums for the 
: deaf and dumb, blind, poor, and aged. 
Newcastle has two free grammar 
schools, the Abbot schools, the Step- 
henson Memorial schools, and a great 
number of other schools, besides be- 
ing the seat cf a literary and philo- 
scphieal society, a society of anti- 
quaries, and several other learned 
institutions. A bronze statue of 
George Stephenson stands near the 
Centrai Railway Station. The town 
dates from very ancient times, and is 
now one of the most mmportart sea- 
port, commercial, and manufacturing 
cities in the kingdom, with a large 
shipping trade to the Baltic. The 
present name is derived frora the 
castle, which was built on th» site of 
an old fortress in 1080, and called the 
New Castle. It is the birthplace of 
Akenside the poet, Admiral Lord Col- 
hngwood, and Lord-Chancellor Eldon. 
Newcastle is noted for its collieries 
whivh principally lie along the Tyne, 
both above aud below the town 
From this magazine, the vast con- 
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sumption of London, the whole of 
the eastern and most of the southern 
coasts of the islands, and the oppo- 
site coasts of Franee, Holland, and 
Germany, have been snpplied for cen- 
turies. It manufactures pottery.

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are connested with the mining of the 
coal and its transit. Lead, sand- 
stone, or granite, slate clay, and lime- 
stone are found.

The 
principal tower is the only consider- 
able part of the building which now 
remains, and this was first converted 
into a county gaol and now a 
museum. The cathedral is one of the 
„1105 spacious and handsome build- 
ings of the kind in the kingdom. 
The architecture is chiefly in the Nor- 
man Style, of which the semi-circular 
arch and large short column are the 
leading featnres. 16 was founded 
by Herbert de Losinga, bishop of 
Norwich. The whole length of the 
church, from east to west, 18 127 
fect; of the nave, from western door 
tc the transepts, 140 feet; the width 
of the transepts, from north to south, 
is 178 feet, and the width of the nave, 
including the side aisles, 72 feet. 
A lofty tower, surmounted by 3 spire, 
the whole height of which is 315 feet, 
rises above the intersection of the 
transepts with the nave and choir. 
Tho Lishop’s palace stands on the site 
of that which was built by the foun- 
der of the cathedral. The uther pub- 
lic buildings are the guidhal, St 
Andrew's Hall, formerly the con- 
ventual church of a monastery cf 
Dominicans or Black Friars; the 
assembly room, the theatre, the mar- 
ket-place, the shire hall, built in the 
aitch of the old castle, and barracks 
for cavalry. The Volunteer Drill hall, 
the corn exchange, which contains a 
spacions public hall, free library, and 
school of art, and the union work- 
house. The charitable institutions 
are the Noriolk and Norwich Hospi- 
tal, the dispensary, Doughty’s Hos- 
pital, and Bethlehem Hospital, or 
Bedlam, an excellent institution for 
lunatics. There are, besides, a great 
number of charities and almshouses, 
a free grammar school, with a com- 
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mercial school in connection with it, 
the Norwich literary institution and 
mechanics’ institute, with varioas 
other educational institutions. A 
triennial musical festival is held in Nt 
Andrew’s Hall. Norwich was at one 
time famous for its woollen manufac- 
tures. It is still famous for its tex- 
tile fabries, crape being a speciality. 
The city contains iron and brass 
foundries, as well as mills for the 
manufacture of flour, od, mustard, 
and snuff.

OXFORDSHIRE, is an inland county, 
bounded un the east by Bucking- 
hamshire, west by the county of 
Gloucester, and south, south-west, 
and south-east by Berkshire, north 
by Northamptonshire, from which 1% is 
separated by the river Cherwell, and 
north-west by Warwickshire. The 
county is considerably diversified by 
ranges of low hills.

The town 
stands on the eastern side of а penin- 
sula enclosed between the estuaries 
of these two rivers, at the mouth of 
the Plym; and rather more than a 
mile to the west, on the estuary of 
the Tamar above mentioned, 1s 
Devonport (q.v.) Stonehouse lies 
between Plymouth and Devonport, 
connecting the two and forming а 
continuous line of buildings from the 
one to the other. There are a num- 
ber of churches, among which are St 
Andrew’s, an ancient perpendicular 
edifice; Charles’ Church, a Roman 
Cathclic cathedral, also district 
ebuvrtee chanel-of-ease, and places 
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of worship for Nonconformists. It 
has two grammar schools, and a 
college called Western College, be- 
longing to the Independents. "There 
are also several charitable institu- 
t:cns, consisting of almshouses, hos- 
pitals of various kinds, charity 
schools, &c. The chief publie build- 


ings and establishments are the guild- | 


ball, the custom house, the Athe- 
neum, with loeal museum, Marine 
Biological Laboratory, the baths, the 
freomasons’ hall, the mechanics’ in- 
stitute, lecture hall, Albert memorial 
clock tower, the public library, which 
also comprises the Cottonian library, 
a valuable collection of books, pic- 
tures, engravings, curiosities, and 
works uf art; the post office, the 
exchange, and a large and spacious 
market-place. The principal govern- 
ment establishments are at Devon- 
port, among which are the gun-wharf, 
dockyard, steam factory, and prin- 
cipal barracks. There аге also 
marine barracks, naval hospital, &c., 
at Stonehouse; various fortifications 
and defensive works have been 
erected at differnt times for their 
security. Its ancient citadel stands 
on an eminence to the south-east of 
the town, fronting the harbour, and 
contains the governor’s residence and 
extensive barracks. The defensive 
. works of the “ Three Towns,” as Ply- 
mouth, Devonport, and Stonehouse 
are sometimes called, have been in- 
creased and strengthened since the 
completion of the fortifications of 
Cherbourg by the addition of de- 
taehed forts placed оп emiueuces in 
the surrounding districts which com- 
mand the town and its approaches. 
Devonport also has been enclosed by 
а complete system of fortifications on 
the land side. To the west of Ply- 
mouth citadel is an open space called 
the Hoe, which forms a public pro- 
menade and a convenient place for 
reviews and inspection of ths troops 
in garrison. On its west side is a 
deep inlet, called Mill Bay, in which 
an extensive range of docks for ves- 
sels of large tonnage, called Keyham 
Docks, has lately been constructed, 
the greater part of the basins having 
been hewn out of the steep and solid 
limestone rock that rises almost per- 
pendicularly from the shore. The 
port and barbou- of Plymouth is dis- 
tinguished for its great extent and 
capacity, and the security which it 
affords in its different parts. The 
harbour is one of the finest in the 
world; and is capable of containing 
the largest merchant vessels. Sutton 
Pool immediately adjoins the tcwn, 
and lies to the north-west of the 
citadel. It is almost entirely sur- 
rounded by wharves, warehouses, and 
buildings of different kinds. It is 
. the seat of important fisheries. Cat- 
water Harbour is an extensive sheet 
of water, formed by the estuary ol 
the Plym. The harbour or bay cf 
Hamoaze is a magnificent basin at the 
mouth of the Tamar. At the mcuth 
of these various harbours the great 
bay of Plymouth Sound forms an ex- 
cellent roadstead, which is rendered 
secure by the eonstruction of a Lreak- 
water across its entrance, on which 
is a lighthouse and a massive fort 
constructed in the centre on the har- 
bour side. Altogether, there are nine 
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docks, and the one last formed is the 
largest in Europe. There is also a 
rigging house, foundries for forging 
anchors with Nasmyth’s steam ham- 
mer, and rope walks, for tho manu- 
facture of hempen cables and ropes 
for rigging. The victualling estab- 
lishments of the dockyard are on a 
large scale, the Royal William vic- 
tualüng yard being furnished with 
immer:se glaughter-houses, and 
bakeries in which bread and biscuits 
are mede by machinery. This is the 
birthplace of John Kitto, the dis- 
tinguished Biblical scholar, and also 
of Sir Francis Drake. Plymouth re- 
turns two members to Parliament.

PORTSMOUTH, Hants., a municipal 
and parliamentary borough and forti- 
fied maritime, market town, and the 
principal naval station of Englacd, 
has В. S., and a head Р. О. with all 
depts. It is situated on the west 
side of the island of Portsea, at the 
mouth of Portsmouth harbour, and is 
the most perfect fortress in Britain. 
It consists of the old town of Ports 
mouth, which is ineluded within its 
walls, and tha new town of Portsea. 
The suburbs of Landport, Kingston, 
Sumerstown, and Southsea he with- 
out the fortifications, on the east side 
of the united towns. In Portsmouth 
the principal public buildings con- 
nected with naval affairs are the 
victualüng office, the governmenl 
hoase, the houses of the heutenant- 
governor and port-admiral, and the 
marino and military barracks. It has 
numerous churches, among which are 
the church of St Thomas, with a 
cenotaph to the memory of the mur- 
dered duke of Buckingham; the gar- 
rison ehapel, in front of which is 
buried Sir Charles James Napier, and 
in which Charles II. married Cathe- 
rine of Braganza. The other public 
buildings are ihe new town-hall, tbe 
county court, the market house, the 
custom house, a large and conveni- 
enb building, with an extensive estab- 
lishment; varicus charitable institu- 
tions, several barracks in different 
parts of the town, assembly rooms, 
ball-rooms, workhouse, philosophical 
society, mechanics’ institute, female 
penitentiary, St Paul's Academy, 
general hospital, grammar school, and 
Victoria Park. Portsmouth is the 
seat of the civil and military estah- 
lishments, and contains the residence 
of the port-admiral; its civil juris- 
diction extends over Portsea, though 
the latter contains the large naval 
dockyards and  gun-wharf which 
form, together with the harbour and 
the fcrtifications, the most striking 
features in the town. Portsmouth 
harbour undoubtedly surpasses every 
other in Great Britain for its 
capaciousness, depth, and security. 
At its entrance at Portsmouth it is 


about 400 yards wide, but it soon 


expands іо a great width, and ex- 
tends, jn several branches, up to Fare- 
ham, Portchester, and Portsbridge. 
Everywhere the anchorage is good, 
the depth sufficient for ships of any 
size, the shelter complete, and the 
extent sufficient to contain almost 
the whole navy of England. Another 
greab advaniage is the neighbourhood 
of the roadstead of Spithead, whick 
is so spacious that 1ooo sail of vessels 
can anchor there with the greatest 
security. It is ander the shelter of 
the Isle of Wight, and opposite the 
French arsenal of Cherbourg. The 
harbour is situated in the middle of 
the channel, and is completely de- 
fended by several detached forts and 
batteries of great strength. The 
works are for the most part situated 
on ernnenees which command the 
whole of the surrounding country. 
The most important of its defensive 
works are Gilkicker battery, South- 
sea Castle, and Fort Monckton, pro- 
tecting the outward entrance. In addi- 
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tion to these, it is further defended 
by strong works on Portsmouth НШ 
and at Hillsea, and along the channel 
which separates Portsea Island from 
the mainland. These are called “the 
Lines." The dockyard being the 
chief naval arsenal of England, and 
the general rendezvous of the British 
fieet, is by far the largest in the king- 
dcm. The sea-wall of the dockyard 
serves as a wharf, extending along 
the western shores of the harboar 
In the centre of the wall, facing the 
hurbour, is the entrance into the 
great basin. The doekyard, which 
has been greatly imuroved and en- 
larged, has now an ar ea of 203 acres. 
It "has hemp stores, rigging stores, 
rope houses, sail loft, building slips, 
wood mills, with blockmaking ma- 
chines, twelve dry docks, &c. Тһе 
dockyard is entered from the town 
through a lofty gateway, beyond 
which are the porters house, the 
mast houses, a large guard-house, the 
pay office, the royal naval colleze 
and the school of naval architecture. 
The commissicner’s house, an im- 
Mense range of storehouses, the 
anchor wharf, where hundreds of 
anchors are piled up ready for im- 
mediate service. In short, everything 
necessary for constructing, rigging, 
and outfitting vessels of war is te be 
found here. "There is also an armoury 
capable of containing 20,000 stand of 
arms. Edward IV. surrounded it 
with fortifications, which were after- 
wards greatly extended by his suc- 
cessors. Portsmouth returns two 
members to Parliament.

RICHMOND, Surrey, a town and par- 
ish, situated on an eminence on the 
south bank of the Thames, has R.

The scenery is very 
beautiful, comprising hill and dale, 
wcods and winding streams. The 
elegant stone bridge which crosses 
the Thames here is about 100 yards 
long, and cost £26,000; from it one 
of the finest river views in England 
may be obtained. The delightful 
surroundings attract many families of 
distinction, whose handsome geats 
add tc the beauty of the town, and 
render ib remarkably gay. The town 
was originally galled Sheen, but its 
name was changed to Richmond by 
Henry VIL, when he built a new 
palace there. The town extends 
about а mile, or more, up the slope 
of a hill, rising gentiy from the 
river; while the houses are, for ihe 
most part, substantially built of 
brick, and encompassed with gardens 
and pleasure grounds. The parish 
church of St Mary Magdalen, con- 
sists of a nave, two aisles, and a 
chancel, with a square embattled 
tower at the west end. Among its 
monuments is one to Thomson, the 
poet, and another to Kean, the actor, 
The church of St Matthias is a strik- 
ing building. There are several 
almhouses in the town; while on 
Richmond Hill stands the Wesleyan 
Theological College. Richmond 
Park, which was formed by Charles 
IL, adjoins the town, and is well 
stocked with deer, and eneiosed by 
a brick wall Several ornamental 
buildings were erected here by Queen 
Caroline and among them is an 
observatory, amply provided with 
astroromical instruments. The Old 
Park extends along the Thames to 

: the Royal Gardens at Kew, which 

are opened to the public during tho 
summer months, and which were 
united to ıt by George III. There 
are several market and nursery gar- 
dens in the neighbourhood. Market 
day, Saturday.

SALISBURY, ов NEW SARUM, 
Wits., an ancient Episcopal sity, 
municipal and parliamentary borough, 
and market town, situated on the 
Avon, has R. S., and a head.P. O. 
with all depts. The town is divided 
into a series of regular squares ог 
blocks, which gives it an open and 
pleasant appearance. The principal 
public buildings are the cathedral and 
chapter-house, the bishop's palace, 
the College of Matrons for the widows 
of deceased clergymen, the parish 
churches, the council house, the in- 
firmary, and the county gaol. The 
cathedral is justly considered to be 
one of the finest ecclesiastieal build- 
mgs in Europe, and is a highly iun- 
teresting specimen of the Gothic 
architecture of the 13th century. It 
is also remarkable for being the most 
uniform, regular, and systematic 
structure of the kind in England 
Tho whole building may be regarded 
as being composed of three distinct 
portions—namely, the church, with 
the tower and spire, the highest in 
Englaud, the cloister, and the chap- 
ter-house. The library contains 
some very valuable MSS. and books. 
The Bishop’s palace, which stands 
near the south-east corner of the 
cathedral, is a large irregular build- 
ing, which appears to have been built, 
part at one time and part at another, 
in different and distinct periods. 
Tha College of Matrons, erected by 
Bishop Ward, is a regular buildiny, 

The par- 
ish churches in the city are St Mar- 
tin’s, St Thomas a Becket’s, and St 
Edmund’s. The council house, 
where the assizes are held, is of 
brick, with stone quoins and dress- 
ings, and a handsome Grecian porch. 
The city also contains an infirmary, 
а hospital, assembly and concert 
rocms, a corn exchange and market- 
place planted with trees, in which 
are the statues of Professor Fawcett 
and Lord Herbert of Lea, a theatre, 
a grammar school connected with 
the cathedral, at which the cele- 
brated Addison was educated; a 
county gaol, a penitentiary, a library 
and museum, whieh contains some 
of the finest antiquities in England, 
and several educational and chari- 
table instituticns. Before the Re- 
formation, Salisbury contamed a 
great variety of religious establish- 
ments, the remains of some of which 
are stil in existence. "The duke of 
Buckingham was beheaded here in 
the time of Richard III. Ап active 
trade is carried on in the agricultural 
produce of the surrounding district. 
Salisbury returns one member to Par- 
liament.

public lbrames, a grammar sChool, 
and etber educational establishments. 
The parish church formerly belonged 
to a Cistercian monastery dedicate! 
to St Mary; besides this, there is 
St George’s Church, the church of 
St Martin-on-the-Hill, and a chapel- 
uf-ease, and several chapels for Non- 
conformists. The ruins of the anc.- 
ent castle of great antiquity form a 
very picturesque object, and a great 
ornament to the town. The promon- 
tory on which they stand rises nearly

SHROPSHIRE, ов SALOP, an inland 
county, on the borders of Wales, 
beunded on the north by Den- 
bighshire, a detached part of Flint- 
shire, and Cheshire, east by Stef- 
fordshire, south by Worcestershire 
and Herefordshire, and west by 
Radnorshire, Montgomeryshire, and 
Denbighshire The county is moun- 
tainous in the south, the rest is 
greatly diversified and abounds with 
beautiful landscape scenery. The 
shire is ‘watered by the Severn, 
which runs through the middle 
of the county, with its numerous 
tributaries, among which are the 
Perry, the Mede, the Warf, the 
Cound Serm, the Clun, the Onny, the 
Rea, and the Corve.

During the re- 
volts which occurred after the death 
of Edward I., and also during the 
wars of York and Laneaster, Shroo- 
shire was occesionally the scene of 
mihtary events, the principal of 
which was the battle of Shrewsbury, 
fought in +403. Many curious and 
beautiful Roman remains were found 
at Wruxeter. Of the Norman and 
subsequent ages, Many memorials 
exist in the castles, priories, and 
churches of the county, whch also 
contains various British and Roman 
encampments The trade manufac- 
tures, and even the agriculture of 
Shrupshire, have been greatly ad- 
vanced by its canal and railroads, оі

SOMERSETSHIRE, а maritime 
county, bounded on the north-west 
by the Bristol Channel, north by 
Gloucestershire, east and south-east 
by Wiltshire and Dorsetshire, and 
south and west by Devonshire. This 
county was the scene of many im- 
portant events in the time of the 
Saxons. The surface is very varied, 
comprising every gradation, from 
ths bleak ЫП and barren moor to 
the rich and highly-cultivated vale 
and fen and marsh land on the coast, 
which affords grazing for cattle and 
horses. The Quantock Hills extend 
northward from Taunton, and descend 
into а cultivated vale of some extent. 
Westward, the county is entirely 
mountainous and hilly, and is inter- 
seetel by various ranges, running 
from east to west, from which numer- 
ous lateral branches radiate. Along 
the slope and base of the hills the low 
land is dry, and well cultivated; but 
thence towards the coast ib forms a 
vast and widespreading district of 
fenny lands known by the name of the 
Marshes ; through the middle of 
which runs an elevated range, which 
separates them into two great divi- 
sions. The principal river is the 
Avon, which divides the county from 
Gloucestershire. The others are the 
Yeo, the Parret, the Ivel, the Tone, 
the Brue, and the Axe. The large 
tract of Jand between the Parret and 
tho Tone is called the Isle of Athel- 
ney. The county is noted for its 
agricultural produce, large crops of 
corn, herbage, and farm produce be- 
ing sent to other markets. London, 
Bristol, Salisbury, and other parts of 
the kingdom are always well supplied 
with oxen, sheep, and hogs from 
Somerset. The best goose feathers 
for beds are obtained from geese fed 
on the marshes. The greater part of 
the cheese is made in the south parts 
of the eounty; and that of the Ched- 
dar district is said to exceed any in 
the kingdom. The chief minerais are 
leud, culamine, and coal, the latter 
being found in great abundance, and 
in various parts of the north of the 
Mendip Hills. Besides these, lime- 
stone, paving-stone, slate, freestone, 
marl, and fuller's earth are found in 
different parts of the county. Somer- 
setshire returns seven members to 
Parliament.

St Michael's forms the 
eastern side of the square of the same 
namo, and consists of a nave, chancel, 
and side gisles, with a low tower ris- 
ing from the centre, and terminating 
in a fine slender octagonal spire, 
which forms а very conspicuous ob- 
ject. It contains a handsome monu- 
ment to the Lord Chancellor 
Wriothesley. There are a number 
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of other churches, also several 
chapels for Nonconformists, and a 
synagogue for Jews. The other pub- 
lic buildings are the Hartley Institute, 
eontainng a lecture hall, museum, 
library, and newsrooms; the assem- 
bly rooms, & commodious theatre, 
a music hall a military asylum for 
the orphans of soldiers, the head- 
quarters of the Ordance Survey, a 
free grammar school, a diocesan vol- 
legiate school, baths, a hospital and 
dispensary, a female penitentiary, 
the Royal Yacht Club-house, and 
several charitable institutions and 
almshouses. Besides these, there 
are  polytechme and mechanics 
institutions, with libraries and 
museums attached, a tower built on 
the site of Southampton Castle, and 
а botamc garden. There are various 
buildings of considerable antiquitv 
in different parts of the town, and 
the Bar-gate is a curious and anci- 
ent fortified gate-house, with a large 
room in the upper part of the build- 
ing which 1s used as a guildhall. The 
new tidal dock was opened in 1890 by 
Queen Victoria; it is 18 acres in ex- 
tent, and 26 feet deep at low water 
spring-tides, and cost £300,000. It 
has a large and increasing shipping 
trade. Steamers leave here for the 
West Indies, Australia, tho Cape, 
America, and numerous other places. 
Considerable trade ıs carried on with 
France, Spain, Portugal, and the 
Channel Islands.

Freestone of very good qua- 
bty is also found, extensive quarries 
of it being worked in different 
places. Clays of every descrip- 
tion are abundant, and form the 
principal material used п its 
potteries, which have acquired 
a world-wide celebritv, not only from 
their vast extent, but also from the 
beauty and exeellence of the cera- 
mic ware produced there, and from 
the great improvements which were 
introduced into the manufacture by 
the inventive genius and indefatig- 
able labours of Wedgwood. The 
Wedgwood Institute, a handsome 
building, comprising a school of art, 
а museum, a free library and a read- 
ing room, has been erected to his 
memory for the services he rendered 
to his country. The manufacture ol 
glass is chiefly carried on in the 
neighbourhood of Stourbridge. The 
silk trade is also carried on to a 
great extent. It is а railway 
centre, and has numerous canals.

SURREY, the “South kingdom,” one 
of tto inland counties, bounded 
south by Sussex, east by Kent, west 
by Berkshire and Hampshire, and 
separated on the north from Middle. 
sex and Buckinghamshire hy the 
river Thames. As the capital of the 

' Roman settlements in Britain was in 
the immediate neighbourhood of 
Surrey, numerous Roman antiquities 
have been found from time to time 
within its limits. ft George's 
Fields, Soutnwark, where coins and 
curious tessellated pavements Lave 
been discovered at different periods, 
was the centre of various Roman 
ways. The county is diversified with 
hil and dale; the hills in some parts 
rising to a considerable height, and 
presenting some very extensive and 
beautiful views. In some places 
naked heaths impart a wildness to 
the prospeet, and offer а striking 
contrast to the well-cultivated por- 
tions of the county; while the hills, 
which rise one beyond another in a 
regular succession of  well-wooded 
ranges, are interspersed with valleys 
abounding in rich meadow land or 
covered in summer with luxuriant 
crops of grain and fodder. The Wey 
the Mole, and the Wandle run 
through the county, and the Thames 
washes its northern borders. The 
river Lodden skirts the county on 
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its west side. Wheat and barley 
ars grown, the latter being raised 
chiefly for malting, for which prr- 
pose it is reckoned equal in quality 
to any in the kingdom. Garden 
peas and beans are cultivated in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the 
metropolis and the districts of sandy 
loam near the 'Zhames, in the neizh- 
hourhood of Mortlake. Turnips are 
raised in large quantities, and hong 
of th» finesb quality are grown about 
Farnham. Vegetables, especially 
cabbages and earrots; vetches, clo- 
ver, and sainfoin, are extensively 
cultivated; and a greater quantity 
of land is ‘employed in ralsing medi- 
cinal herbs than in any other county 
in Great Britain. Cattle, sheen, 
calves, and house-lambs are reared 
for the London market, and great 
numbers of cows are kept near Lon- 
don to supply the metropohs with 
milk. Large numbers of hogs, of 
the Berkshire breed, are fed, and 
many geese are kept on the commons 
and in the Weald. Ths chiet 
minerals found in the district are iron 
ore and fuller's earth ; there are also 
extensive quarries of stone. The 
neighbourhood of Dorking contains 
large quarries of excellent lime- 
stone, and chalk is abundant in all 
parts, and is in general use &s a 
manure when burnt. Surrey re 
turns six members to Parliament.

SUSSEX, ona of the southern mari- 
time counties, bounded west bv 
Hampshire, north by Surrey, east 
and north-east by Kent, and south 
by the British Channel. Tha 
county contains many Boman and & 
few British antiquities. The county 
is varied by downs and intervering 
valleys, through which many little 
streams run towards the sea. Tho 
wooded scenery and the rieh pas- 
ture lands give to the county this 
appearance. The wastes are very 
considerable, and chiefly ocenpy the 
rorth side of the county. The prit- 
cipal rivers are the Arun, Rother, 
Ouse, and Adur, all small, and fall- 
ing ixto the British Channel. From 
the earliest period Sussex has been 
celebrated for its timber, especially 
oak, which 1s the chief feature of the 
Weald. АП the common crops are 
raised, and in the western part there 
are some considerable orchards. It 
is distingnished for its superior 
breeds of eattle and sheep, the black- 
faced Southdown sheep being in high 
repute. Great numbers of sheep and 
cattle are fed on the downs and mech 
marsh lands, which afford abundant 
crops of excellent hay. The minerals 
found are limestcne, ironstone, chalk, 
fuller’s earth, and red ochre. Sus- 
sex marble is also highly esteemed.

with all depts. It is a place of great 
antiquity, and justly celebrated for 
the grandeur of its castle, and for 
the handsome appearance of its other 
public buildings. The town stands 
on a rocky hill which rises abruptly 
from the river flowing at its base. 
In 1694 it was nearly destroyed by 
fire, but it has retained much of ita 
medieval character and antique 
architecture. At the east ехітериіу 
of the main street is an ancient gate, 
the picturesque appearance of which 
has been injured by modern embel- 
lishments. At the western extre- 
mity is another gateway, surmounted 
by an ancient chapel, a plain struc- 
ture, now used as a free school. 
Nearly in the centre of the street, 
between the gates, is the town-hall, 
a handsome stone sturcture. The 
street which intersects this thorough- 
fare, and passes nearly from north 
to south, contains in its north divi- 
sion many spacious and handsome 
edifices. The chief public buildings 
besides the town-hall, which is a 
handsome stone structure, are the 
county hall, the courthouse, the gaol, 
the house of correction for the 
county, the hospital, the endowed 
grammar school, and the market 
house, also ehurches and chapels for 
Nonconformists. Warwick also pos- 
sesses both an ancient castlo and a 
chapel, which rank among the best 
specimens of these two classes of 
architecture. The principal church 
is dedicated to St Mary. In the 
great fire of 1694 the greater part of 
it was destroyed, but the choir, with 
some rooms on the north-east, and 
the chapel of Our Lady fortunateiy 
escaped. A new church was begun, 
and finished in the year 1704. At 
the west end is a square tower, the 
height of which, from the base to 
the top of the battlements, is 130 
feet. The interior is rendered 
highly interesting to arehitects and 
archzologists by the remains of the 
ancienf structure. The chapel of 
Our Lady, usually termed the Beau- 
champ Chapel, adjoins the chancel 
of St Mary’s Church on the south. 
The exterior is a beautiful speci- 
men of the Decerated English or 
florid Gothic style, and is covered 
with tracery, panels, and other 
architcctural enrichments. Besides 
the buildings that have been already 
mentioned, is an almshouse called 
Leicester Hospital, and several other 
charitable institutions and schools. 
Over the Avon is an elegant stone 
bridge of a single arch. On the 
rorth bank of the river stands the 
castle, оп a mass of solid rock, nearly 
тоо feet higher than the level of the 
Avon; but on the north side it is on 
a level with the town, and commands 
а charming prospect from the ter- 
race. It is at present one of the 
noblest castles remaining in England, 
and ?s still inhabited, the whole of 
the apartments are elegantly furn:- 
shed, and adorned with many origi. 
nal paintings, the works of eminent 
masters.

WESTMINSTER, Midd., a municipal 
and parlamentary borough and city 
on the north bank of the Thames 
forming the west part of London, 
having Marylebone on the north, 
Chelsea and Kensington on the 
west. The Thames separates it 
from the borough of Lambeth, 
with which -it is connected by 
several bridges. This city origi- 
nated in a priory, founded by Sebert, 
king of Essex, about 610, on a tract 
of land called Thorney Island. Offa, 
however, changed it in 785 to an 
abhey, and the abbots rose in the 
course of a few years to distinction. 
William the Conqueror is the first 
sovereign on record who was crowned 
here. The Abbey was principally in- 
debted for its celebrity and splendour 
to Edward the Confessor, who re- 
built it about тобо. In the reign 
of Henry III. the greater part of the 
present edifice was again rebuilt in 
the beautiful Early English style of 
architecture, by which it is chiefly 
characterised. In 1540 the abbev 
church was, by letters patent of 
Henry VIJI., constituted a eathedral ; 
and thas Westminster was first 
raised to the dignity of a city. The 
monastery was restored by Mary, 
who succeeded Henry VIII. On the 
2186 of May 1559, the monks were 
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again displaced, and the church 
rendered a collegiate chureh, on a 
basis somewhat similar to that on 
which it had been established by 
Henry VIII The present abbey 
church consists of a nave and two 
side aisles, separated by ranges of 
lofty and slender clustered ¢olumns, 
supporting the roof, which is raised 
to a great height. The entire length 
of the whole edifice within the walls, 
including Henry's VII.’s chapel, is 
510 fect, the breadth of the nave ап1 
aisles 78 feet, and the breadth across 
the transepts 203 feet. Оп entering 
the great western door the body of 
the church presents an impressive 
appearance; lightness, loftiness, and 
elegance arc its distinguishing fea- 
tures: but the numerous monuments 
which fill up the open spaces and 
cover the walls detract greatly from 
the beauty of its appearance. The 
chuir of the church, in the form of a 
semi-octagon, was formerly suse- 
rounded by cight chapels; they are 
now reduced to seven, and that which 
was the central chapel now forms 
the porch of the chapd bailt by 
Henry VII. In the south transept, 
in the part called the Poet’s Corner, 
there are many interesting memor- 
ials of men whose genius and talents 
in science, literatnre, and the arts 
entitle them to the honourable recol- 
lection of posterity. In other parte 
of the church there are also monu- 
ments to the memory of several dis- 
tinguished heroes and statesmen. 

he magnificent chapel of Henry VII, 
is a curious and elaborate specimen 
of ecclesiastical architecture. The 
prineipal object within the chapel j» 
the tomb of the founder, enclosed by 
a screen of gilt brass, which is sai: 
to have been exeeuted by Torre- 
giano of Florence, the rival of Michael 
Angel». The ashes of the jealous 
and vindictive Elizabeth rest here. 
near those of her hapless victim, 
Mary Stuart, Queen of Scots. The 
bronze figure of Margaret Tudor, 
mother of Henry VII., is one of the 
finest pieces of casting in the whole 
building. Beneath this chapel is the 
vault prepared on the death of Caro- 
line, consort of George II., in 1737. 
which contains the remains of several 
members of the present reigning 
family. The whole exterior of this 
building has been cased with Bath 
stone; and all the rich and elaborate 
sculptures of the canopies, pedestals, 
buttresses, and windows have been 
earefully restored in imitation of the 
original buiiding. The ancient chap- 
ter house, which is octagonal in form, 
with the rcof supported by a branch- 
ing central column, was erected by 
Henry III. in 1250. The celebrated 
school of Westminster, which was re 
founded by Elizabeth in 1560, with an 
establishment for the maintenance 
and instruction of boys, also com- 
municates with the cloisters of the 
cathedral. Of the parish churches 
of Westminster, St Margaret’s may 
be noticed as the oldest plaee of wor- 
ship in the city; but besides tbis 
there are many churches and chapels 
for various denominations. Of tho 
public buildings, the ancient resi- 
dence of 'the’ kings of England, baoilt 
by Canute, and burnt in 1263, and 
West:ininster Hall, memorable for 
having been the scene of many im- 
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portant transactions, deserve parti- 
cular notice. The latter was erected 
by Wiliam Rafus, or William II, 
about 1057. Three centuries after 
its construction it was altered bv 
Richard II. Adjoining this are the 
new Honscs of Parliament, or New 
Palace of Westminster, a magrificent 
pile of buildings built by Sir Charles 
Barry. The Victoria Tower, at the 
south-west corner of the structure 
forms a conspicuous object in the 
view of London from the surrounding 
hills. The palace fronts the river, 
and is goo feet in length. The clock 
tower is also a conspicuous feature 
in the building, and contains a mon- 
ster bell called Big Ben, weighing 
16 tons 11 ewt«, 3 qrs., on which tho 
hours are now struck. The Palace 
of St James was originally an hos- 
pital, out of part of which Henry 
VIII. constructed the present build- 
ings аз an uppendage to the Palace 
of Whitehall. A spacious park ad- 
joins this palace. Opposite to White- 
hall, or the Banqueting House, de- 
signed by Inigo Jones as a portion 
of the palaee which James I. ìn- 
tended to erect, are the Treasury and 
other government offices, and close 
to these is the Horse Guards, which 
contains the chief departmerts of the 
War Office. In Downing Street аге 
the principal government offices, and 
to the south of the Treasury are the 
Foreign Office, India Office, and 
Colonial Office. The old bridge cf 
Westminster was completed in 1750, 
until which time there was no other 
mode of communication across the 
Thames than by ferry-boats. 1% has 
been replaced by a bridge, built by 
Mr Thomas Page, and opened for 
traffie in 1862 at a cost of £500,000; 
it is built of iron, and is 1160 feet long 
by 85 wide. From this bridge on the 
north side of the Thames, the Thames 
Embankment runs to Blackfriars 
Bridge. In the Adelphi is a hand- 
some edifice belonging to the Society 
for the Encouragement of Arts, 
Manufactures, and Commerce. Ibp 
the great hall is a series of paintings, 
uniqae in modern times, by James 
Barry. The Royal Academy of 
Painting, Sculpture and Architec- 
ture is a valuable institution for the 
promotion of ѕеіемсе and the fine 
arts. There are also many magnii- 
cent hotels, club-houses, dnd private 
mansions of noblemen and others, 
ard Buckingham Palace, the resi- 
dence of Her Majesty, at the west 
end of St James’s Park. Westmin- 
ster returns one member to Parlia- 
ment.

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WESTMORELAND, bounded on the 


north-west by Cumberland, on the 
south-west and south by Lancashire, 
and on the east and north-east by 
Yorkshire and Durham. Traces of 
two Roman military roads are stiil 
visible in this county, which formed 
a part of the kingdom of Northum- 
bria under the Saxon Heptarchy. It 
is a regicn composed for the most 
part of lofty mountains, naked hills. 
and bleak barren moors. The val- 
leys in which the rivers run are toler- 
ably fertile. The centre consists of 
fells and moors, intersected with 
numerous vallevs. Helvellyn, on the 
borders of Cumberland, attains an 
elevation of 3055 feet above the levd 
of the sea; and it is for the most 
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part separated from Yorkshire by 
parts of the Pennine range, which 
traverses the cast part of the county.

Swine are also reared, and a con- 
siderable trade is done in the curing 

` and exporting of bacon. The farms 
are in general small. In some part3 
considerable portions of Jand are 
covered with  coppices, consisting 
principally of oak, ash, alder, birch, 
аһа haies. Geese are reared on the 
mountains and moerlands in large 
numbers for exportation. Veins of 
metallic ore, chiefly of copper and 
lead, havo been occasionally dis. 
covered; and some unsuccessful at- 
tempts have been made to work 
them. The small opalfields that 
exists in the county are very pour 
The mountainous parts abound with 
various sorte of slate, all of which 
are used bv the inhabitants for cover- 
ing the roofs of their buildings, and 
for other purposes. There is also a 
great deal of granite and marble 
Westmorcland returns two members 
to Parliament.

Lascelles,. who was a native of this 
town. The town also contains other 
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churches, а chapel-of-eare, and 
sevəral chapels for Nonconformists. 
Of thə ancient abbey of Whitby, 
nothing now remains but portions of 
. the walls of the abbey church. This 
venerable ruin stands in a command- 
ing situation, on а high cliff. Ths 
town owes its importance to the dis- 
covery Jf the alum mine at Guis- 
borough, at the close of the reign of 
Elizabeth. Other alum works were 
opened within 3 miles of Whitby, 
and in consequence of this extended 
speeulution a great impulse was 
given to the trade of the port, which 
was then constantly visited by ves- 
sels bringing coal for the supply of 
the works, and receiving cargoes of 
alum to be taken to different parts 
of England and the Continent. About 
ihe beginning of the’ 18th century 
two piers were built to protect ihe 
harbour from the violerce of storms. 
The pier which projects into the 
North Sea from the west bank of the 
river is nearly 1000 feet in length, 
and has a iighthouse at the end, 
which terminates in a strong rcunded 
head, with embrasures for a battery. 
By these breakwaters the entrance 
of the harbour is well secured, but 
during strong gales from the north 
there is still a great swell in the 
outer harbour. The inner harbour, 
above the drawbridge constructed 
over the Esk, is, however, capacious 
and safe. There are large vards and 
docks for shipbuilding, whieh is car- 
riel on here to a considerable extent, 
on both sides of the river, and thera 
are also some commodious dry docks. 
Jet is collected on the sea coast, and 
manufactured into ornaments. This 
town has suffered much from storms, 
particularly in 1787, when a strong 
and newly built quay, supporting a 
pile of buildings 80 feet above the 
level of the sea, was destroyed һу 
the violence of the waves.

WIGHT, ISLE OF, Hants., a beautiful 
island situated off the coast of Hamp- 
shire, and is separated from Ports- 
mouth and Southampton by the 
waters of the Solent. Its climate is 
genial, attracting many visitors and 
invalids. ‘The island is a great centre 
for yachting. A range of high hills 
extends through the middle of it, 
which affords excellent pasturage fcr 
sheep, and eommands views over 
every part of the isle, as well as the 
ocean and the beautiful coasts of 
Hampshire. The face of the coun- 
try is greatly diversified ; bold hills 
of various elevations, irtarsected by 
rich and  highly-cultivated vaies; 
swelling headlands, and wooded glens 
appear in quick succession to ani- 
mate and give interest to the scen- 
ery. "The land around the coast is 
in some parts high, particularly on 
the south, or back of the island, as 
it is commonly termed, being, at St 
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Catherine’s, about 830 feet above the 
level of the sea. These cliffs are 
frequented by immense numbers of 
marine birds. The principal rivers 
are the Medina, which divides it into 
vwo nearly equal portions, the Eastern 
Yar or Brading, and the Western 
Yar. АП the principal згорз are 
successfully grown. Fish of all kinds 
aro found on the coast, and in con- 
siderable abundance. The lobster 
and crab are of uncommon size, aad 
extremely fine. The Isle of Wight 
rawns and cockles are celebrated. 
All the higher parts of the island are 
composed of an immense mass of 
calcareous tnatter, of а chalky 
nature, lying on schistus. The lims- 
stone is burned for manure. Some 
small beds of ¢oal have also been dis- 
covered near Alum Bay. Freestones 
of several descriptions are found, but 
none of superior quality ; and red and 
yellow ochres are dug in different 
parts of the island. Native alum i3 
found in large quantities in Alum 
Bay. Here also, and at Freshwater, 
are immense beds of micaceous or 
silvery sand, greab quantities of 
which are annually shipped off for 
the glass and china manufactories of 
London, Bristol, and Worcester. 
Smail masses of native sulphur are 
frequently picked up on different 
parts of the shore, as well as cop- 
peras stones, and pipe-clay is like- 
wise very plentiful in certain dis- 
tricts. There are also several chaly- 
beate springs. It has a considerable 
trade, the harbour of Cowes being 
particularly convenient for shipping 
and unshipping merehandise. West 
Cowes (q.v.) is the principal seaport.

Wilt- 
shire abounds in the most curious 
and interesting remains of periods 
of which we possess no authentic or 
reliable history. Of these, the most 
remarkable are the circles of immense 
stones at Avebury and Stonehenge, 
both of which aro commonly re- 
garded as Druidical temples. Wilt- 
shire may be said to be naturally 
divided into two portions by an ir- 
regwar range of hills, which extends 
transversely through the greater part 
of the county. These districts are 
usually denominated South and 
North Wiltshire. The south is in- 
dented by numerous and frequently 
extensive valleys, and display aa 
almost continual series of gentle 
eminences, with a bolder height here 
and there which rises above the 
others, but never attains any great 
height Іп some parts the hills ss- 
sume the form of rounded knolls, and 
are separated by smooth-sided hol- 
lows, and at other places they exhibit 
а series of connected ridges. Tho 
north part of the county differs com. 
pletely from the south division in its 
general appearance, and includes 
many extensive tracts of rich pasture 
land, which are chieily situated on 
the banks of the Lower Avon and the 
Thames. 16 comprises a consider- 
able quantity of arable land, and pre- 
sents the appearance of a beautiful 
flat, open country, studded with 
numercus towns and villages. The 
climate is usually mild in the north, 
but in the south, upon the open 
downs, the air is generally cold and 
sharp. Tho Thames, the Upper and 
Lower Avon, the Bourn, the Wily, 
the Nadd er, and the Kennet are the 
principal rivers The county is also 
intersected by the Thames and Severn 
Canal, which passes through a very 
small portion of the north part of 
Wiltshire; and the Kennet and Avon 
Canal.

It 
has been rebuilt, and improved from 
time to time, and is 545 feet in 
length from east to west; the length 
of the nave, from the west porch to 
the iron door at tho entrance of the 
choir, being 351 feet, the length of 
the choir :40 feet, and the length of 
the chapel of Our Lady 54 feet; the 
breadth of the nave is 87 feet, that of 
the choir до feet, while the entire 
width of the building, along the tran- 
septs from north to south, is 186 
feet, and the height of the central 
tower about 140 feet. Tha interior 
of this cathedral is magnificent. It 
contains the tomb of William Rufus, 
and, in a series of carved chests over 
the choir, are the remains of many 
of the kings of Wessex and of tho 
Saxon kings of England. Its altar- 
iece 18 the celebrated “ Raising of 
Lazarus," by West. The ecclesias- 
tical buildings in this city and its 
suburbs were formerly extremely 
numerous. Among the few which 
still remain the most ancient is that 
of St Lawrence; there are also the 
churches of St Thomas, St Maurice, 
St Michaels, St Swithin's, St Peter's, 
St John’s, St Martin's, and others, 
many of whieh have either been re- 
built or restored. At a short dis- 
tarce north-east from the college are 
the rains of the celebrated Episcopal 
residence called Wolvesey Castle. 
Winchester Castle, of which but lit- 
tle now remains, was built by Wiliam 
the Conqueror in а commanding 
position, where the king’s house or 
palace, erected by Charles II., now 
stands. This building, however, has 
been turned into commodious bar- 
racks, and the chapel belonging to 
the castle has been converted into 
a county hall. At the east end, over 
the judge’a bench, is suspended the 
famous curiosity called King Arthur’s 
Round Table. which tradition has 
ascribed to King Arthur, but modern

inguiry, with more accuracy, to 

Stephen, who appears to have intro- 
duced the use of the round table 
into thie island, to prevent disputes 
for precedence among the chivalrons 
knights of his age. About a mila 
from the city is the hospital of St 
Cruss, founded by Henry de Blois, 
Bishop of Winchester. The restora- 
tion of tho fine old church belonging 
to this hospital was completed in 
1865. In the High Street stands the 
city cross, an elegant specimen of 
the style adopted for these struc- 
tures about the time of Henry VI., 
in whose reign it was built. The 
town has a college, or almshouse, 
founded by Bishop Morley for the 
reception of poor and aged widows of 
clergymen, and Symond’s College for 
@ matron and six old men. Besides 
these there are a number of chari- 
table institutions, and three well- 
endowed charity schools. Winches- 
ter College, or St Mary’s College, 
founded by William of Wickham, on 
the site of an old grammar school, 
is one of the five great public schools 
of England. It is situated to the 
south-east of the town, and is con- 
nected with New College, Oxford. 
The town also possesses a public 
infirmary, and а town-hall, in which 
are the city arehives, and the original 
Winchester bushel, given by King 
Edgar, with other measures both 
for quantity and length, fixed as 
standards by succeeding kings of 
England, | and various curious 
memorials of antiquity. Besides 
these, there are a spacious county 
gaol, in the court of which there is 
a neat chapel; a bridewell for the 
city, a publie library, & mechanics’ 
institute, a market house, & nunnery, 
removed hither from Brussels; an 
assembly room, called St John’s 
Hall, a eorn exchange, and a masonic 
hall At the west end of the town 1s 
an obelisk, bearing an inscription 
commemorative of the calamities 
occasioned by the plagues in 94r, 
7348, and 1665. During the reign 
of Egbert, who was crowned hore, 
it became the motropolis of the king- 
dom, bub was soon rivalled by Lon- 
don, which was rapidly rising in im- 
portance. Its commerce was also 
obstructed by various adverse acci- 
dents; and in the reign of Henry 
VIII. it received another blow in tke 
dissolution of monasteries, and the 
consequent destruction of its numer- 
ous religious bouses; after which it 
retained scarcely anything more than 
a mere shadow of its former grandeur.

WINDSOR, Berks., a municipal and 
parliamentary borough and market 
town, has R. 5., and a head Р. О. 
with all depts. The town is plea- 
santly situated on an eminenee ris- 
ing from the Thames. The prin- 
cipal publie buildings are the guild- 
hall, a stately fabric, supported by 
columns and arches of Portland 
stone, and the room in which the 
corporation meets for the transac- 
tion of public business is spacious 
and convenient. It contains the 
portraits of the sovereigns of Eng- 
land, from James I. to Queen Anne. 
The parish church is a large and 
handsome Gothic buiiding; there 
are also district churches, a Roman 
Catholic chureh, several chapels fer 
Nonconformists, some almshouses, a 
free school, and a hospital for sick 
soldiers. Extensive and convenient 
barracks were built here in 1795 for 
infantry; and a large building has 
since been erected for 400 Cavalry. 
The principal ornament of the town 
is the castle, the favourite residence 
of Queen Victoria, which owes its 
origin to Wiliam the Conqueror. 
Henry I. considerably improved the 
edifice which his father had erected, 
and having made some extensive ad- 
ditions to the original building, he 
surrounded the whole with a strong 
wall for greater security. Great 
improvements were subsequently 
made by Edward III., whieh ex- 
tended to nearly the whole of the 
ancient fabric. It is most delight- 
fully situated on the hill on which 
the town is built, the base of which 
towards the north is washed by the 
waters of the Thames, and the scen- 
ery is extensive and beautiful. On 
the south the view is bounded by the 
wild and picturesque scenery ol 
Windsor Forest. On the declivity 
of the hill on which the castle is 
built is a terrace, 1870 feet in length. 
builb by Queen Elizabeth, and faced 
with a rampart of freestone. Ad- 
joining this walk is a gate leading 
into the park, which is four miles 
in circumference, and surrounded by 
a brick wall. The castle is divided 
into two courts and wards, with ‘а 
large round tower or keep between 
them, the whole oecupying about 12 
acres of land, and having many bat- 
teries and towers for its defence. 
The upper court is a spacious quad- 
rangle, composed of the round tower 
on the west, several private apart- 
ments occupied by the Royal family 
on the south and east, with the state 
apartments which are usually shown 
to strangers; and St George’s Hall 
and the Chapel Royal on the north. 
The keep or tower, which is the 
lodging of the constable or governor, 
is built in the form of an amphi- 
theatre, and ascended by a flight of 
stone steps. In this tower is the 
guard-room, or magazine for arms, 
ornamented with weapons, which are 
tastefully but curiously arranged. 
The lower court, and the largest of 
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the two, is divided inte two parts 
by St George's Chapel, which stands 
in the midcle, and is an admirable 
specimen of Gothic architecture 
Almost every room in this division 
of the castle is ornamented with 
paintings. The chapel of St George's 
was erected by Edward IJI., on the 
site of a smaller structure built by 
Henry IL, and dedicated to Edward 
the Confessor. Jts present magmf- 
cent appearance, however, may be 
attribnted to Henry IV., by whom it 
was very considerably enlarged, and 
rendered one of the most beautiful 
structures of that era. In the reigns 
of Henry VII. and his successor it 
underwent several alterations, and it 
was greatly improved towards the 
close of the 18th century by the 
munificence of George III. @onsider- 
able alterations and improvements 
have also been made both in the cha- 
pel and the castle in the reign of 
Queen Victoria. The chapel has been 
the burial-place of several royal and 
illustrious personages. At the east 
end of the north aisle the remains of 
Edward IV. are deposited. Henry 
VI. was also buried in this chapel. 
Under ihe choir lie the bodies of 
Henry VIII., Jane Seymour, Charles 
I., and a daughter of Queen Anne. 
Many other distingnished persons 
are also interred within this fabric. 
Adjoining the east end is a building 
erected by Henry VII. as a burial- 
place for himself and his successors. 
This chapel, called Wolsey’s Chapel, 
has been beantifully restored and 
ornamented with mosaics and painted 
glass, in memory of the late Prince 
Consort. On the south side of the 
town is Windsor Great Park, well 
stocked with deer, and comprising 
about 10,000 acres. To the west of 
this is Windsor Forest, having a 
circumference of 56 miles. The mar- 
kets of Windsor are well supplied, 
and the town is famous for its ale; 
bnt the inhabitants derive their chief 
means of support from the presence 
of the Court. Windsor returns one 
member to Parliament.

WOOLWICH, Kent, a  inunicipal

ali depts. It was originally a 
small village, inhabited by fisher- 
men. It owes its rise to the 
establishment of a royal dock in its 
immediate vicinity in the reign of 
Henry VIII. Since that time it has 
gradually risen to its present impor- 
lance; but its progress has been 
more particularly rapid during the 
past century, in consequence of the 
establishment of the Royal Arsenal, 
and the augmentation of the Royal 
Artillery and Royal Marines, for 
which corps Woolwich is one of the 
principal stations. Its dockyard, 
which was the most ancient in the 
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ingdom, and was supplied with all 
that is necessary for building and 
equipping ships of war, was closed 
in 1869, but it is stil used as a 
military store depot. Тае govern- 
ment establishments are the Royal 
Artillery barracks, the Royal Marine 
barracks, the Royal Sappers and 
Miners’ barracks, the Royal Arsenal, 
and the Royal Ordnance Hospital. 
The model recom, an important de- 
pattmant of the Royal Arsenal, con- 
tains a pattern of every article made 
use of in the artillery service. The 
parish church, dedicated to St Mary 
Magdalenu, is a large and spacious 
building of brick. Besides this there 
are some other churches, and a pro- 
prietary chapel, several chapels for 
Nonconformists, a town-hall, several 
schools, a mechanics’ institute, 
re3ling rooms, and public baths. 
The military and civil branches ot 
the Board of Ordnance, which now 
forms a department of the War 
Office, was transferred from Moor- 
fields to Woolwich in 1716. This 
arsenal is the grand national depot 
for every species of ordnance, both 
military and naval, covering more 
than тоо acres, and containing about 
25,000 pieces of cannon of different 
kinds. It is the largest and most 
complete arsenal in the world, and 
has extensive stores of gun-carri. 
ages, military waggons, and every- 
thing whieh appertains to the Ord- 
nance department. It is the head- 
quarters of the Royal Horse and 
Foot Artillery, and the Royal Sap- 
pera and Miners, for whom, to- 
gether with the corps of Зоуа! 
Marines, extensive barraeks are pro- 
vided. To the south-east of Wool- 
wich Common is the Royul Military 
Academy, which dates from 1741, 
and is the oldest military school in 
the kingdom. There is a parade in 
front of the barracks, on the east sile 
of which is the Ordnance Hospital, a 
large and spacious building, cal- 
culated to contain about zoo men. 
Several detached buildings, for the 
use of the artillery, have been raised 
on different parts of the common, 
among which we may mention a 
veterinary hospital; but the most 
conspicuous of these is a circular 
building called the  Eotunda, a 
museum of military antiquities, 
which is used as a repository for 
models and weapons of all kinds in 
use at various periods of English 
history. It is 120 feet in diameter, 
and was removed to its present site 
from the gardens of Carlton House, 
where it servaà as a banqueting 
room, in which the Prince Regent 
entertained the sovereigns who 
visited this country after the battle 
of Waterloo. On the west side of 
the town there are some more bar- 
racks and a handsome hospital. In 
tha Thames, opposite the late dock- 
yard, аге the hulks, for the recep- 
tion of convicts sentenced to trans- 
portation and to hard labour for hfe, 
or any limited period. The men 
detained in these prison vessels are 
employed on Government works. 
Woolwich returns one member to 
Parliament.

WORCESTER, Worc., one of the most 
ancient Episcopal cities, a municipal 
and parliamentary borough, market 
town, and the county town, has R.

The bishop’s palace stanas 
near the cathedral, in a most com- 
manding situation on the banks of 
the Severn, which flows at the bot- 
tom of the garden. The town also 
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contains several chapels for Noncon. 
formists, several parish and district 
churches. The other public build. 
ings are the guildhall, the county and 
city gaol, the market house, dincosan 
training college, ccunty infirmary, 
county courts, subscription library, 
corn hall skin hall and numerous 
market halls, including a hop mar. 
ket. Among its educational institu 
tions are Queen Elizaboth’s gram. 
mar school, the diocesaa training 
colloge at Saltley, and a Government 
school of design. There are also 
various charitabje institations, and 
several hospitals and almshouses, in- 
cluding а lying-in hospital, the 
ophthalmie institution, and a female 


penitentiary. It contains an айе 
nzum, and several literary and 
scientific societies. 15 manufac. 


tures gloves, lace, porcelain, les. 
ther, spirits, British wines, vinegar, 
horsehair, cloth, boots and shoes, 
nails, artificial manures, cast-iron 
goods, and turned wares. It is 
also the centre of a large trade in 
hops and corn.

WORCESTERSHIRE ig an inland 
county, very rear the centre of the 
kingdom, bounded on the north and 
north-west by Staffordshire and 
Shropshire, on the south by Glou- 
cestershire, on the east by Warwick- 
shire, and on the west by Hereford- 
skire. Worcestershire was known 
to the Romans, and formed a part 
of the kingdom of Mervia under the 
Anglo-Saxon Heptarchy. The coun- 
try is level in the eentre and hilly 
on either side towards the east and 
west. The scenery in some parta of 
the county is very beautiful, while 
the soil, especially in the central 
plain, is rich and productive. The 
air is generally pure snd mild, 
though in some parts, as on the 
north-west range of the Broadway 
Hills, it is cold and bleak. The 
Malvern Hills, though nothing more 
than sheep walks, possess a most 
healthy climate; and the north-west 
parte of the county, especially about 
Abberley, though of equal elevation 
to any other district, seem to have 
a much warmer aspect than either 
the Lickey or Broadway Hills. The 
soil is various. consisting chiefly of 
rich loamy sand, mixed with a small 
proportion of gravel. The Severn, 
Avon, Salwarp, Stour, and Teme 
flow through ihe county, the Severn 
being navigable from Bewdley to 
Tewkesbury. There are also several 
canals and railways, which are of 
the utmost importance in extending 
its export and import trade and com- 
mercial transactions with other parts 
of England. The whole county is 
well adapted for agriculture, and 
there are extensive sheep walks, and 
productive tillage ground; it is also 8 
hop and fruit-growing centre. Per- 
shore and district is the chief plum- 
growing centre in the kingdom; 
pears and apples are also grown in 
enormous quantities. Perry snd 
cider are made. Cattle and gheep 
arə imported from Herefordshire and 
South Wales, and fattened on tbe 
rich pasture lards of this county for 
the London market and other mar- 
kets in the midland and south coun- 
ties of England. Coal and freestone are 


found. At Droitwich there are most 
productive salt pits, from which 
great quantities of salt are taken 
every year.

and а column to the memory 
of Lord Nelson, which stands on 
the beach to the south of the town. 
Besides these public structures, there 
is the esplanade fronting the sea, 
which affords a pleasant promenade, 
being planted with trees. Yar- 
mouth has long been much fre- 
quented as a fashionable watering- 
place, and furnishes every aecom- 
modation for the health, comfort, 
and amusement of its visitors. Its 
harbour is secure, aud is provided 
with lighthouses. There is tho 
Britannia Pier 750 feet long. The 
coast upon which Yarmouth stands 
is the most dangerous in Britain, 
and has been often the scene of the 
myst disastrous shipwrecks. Ib is 
advantageously situated for еош- 
merce, especially with the north of 
Europe, and it is the principal seat 
of the English herring fishery, and 
has also a considerakle trade in coals, 
timber, barley, salt, and the pro- 
duce of the British colonies. Great 
Yarmouth returns one member to 
Parliament. Market days, Wednes- 
day and Saturday. Pop. 49,334

YORK, Yorks., an Episcopal city, 
municipal and parliamentary  bo- 
roagh, and market town, pleasantly 
situated at the junction of the rivers 
Foss and Ouse, which, in point of 
rank, though not in commercial im- 
portance, is held as the sceond city 
in the kingdom, bas В. S., and a 
head P. O. with all depts. The prin- 
cipal glory of York is the Munster, 
the greater part of which was built 
in the 13th and 14th centuries. It 
is 524 feet from east to west in 
length, and 250 feet in breadth along 
the transepts from north to south. 
The great tower, which rises from 
the intersection of the nave and 
transepts, is 234 feet in height. It 
has a magnificent west front, flanked 
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by two towers i96 feet high, and 
the whole building is richly adorned 
within. The east end, being of 
somewhat later date than the west, 
displays a more florid style of archi- 
tecture, adorned with elegant mches 
and crowned with airy pinnacles. 
The great east window of beautiful 
decorated stained glass is almost 
unrivalled in beauty and magnitude. 
Over the window is a statue of Arch. 
bishop Thoresby, the founder of the 
choir. The great tower, or lantern, 
is supported within by four massive 
columns. The nave and side aisles 
afford a superb specimen of the style 
of architecture which prevailed in 
the latter years of the reign of Henry 
IIT. The screen, which separates 
the nave from the choir, 1s а very 
curious piece of workmanship; but 
its history is unknown. ‘The chapter- 
house is a magnifieent structure. 
The vestry contains many curious 
and ancient relies of great interest 
to the antiquarian. The city and 
the surrounding distriot called Ainsty 
is under the jurisdiction of a ford 
mayor, twelve aldermen, and thirty- 
six councillors. ^ Besides the cathe- 
dral there are parish churehes and 
chapels for Roman Catholics and 
Nonconformists. The castle of York, 
with its picturesque Clifford’s Tower, 
is of great antiquity. It is situated 
close to the river. The assize courts 
are now heid here. ‘The county hall 
is @ large and spacious building. 
The other buildings are the mansion- 
house, the eorporation board room, 
the guildhall, regarded as one of the 
finest Gothic edifices in the kingdom, 
the assembly room, concert hall, free 
library, cpened by the Duke of York, 
Yorkshire philosophical society, which 
possesses a fine building in the Gre- 
cian style of architecture, containing 
a lecture room, theatre, library, and 
museum; Freemasons’ Hall, festival 
concert room, the county hospital, 
the York lunatic asylum, the Retreat, 
another institution for the insane, 
managed by the Society of Friends; 
cavalry barratks, the residenco of the 
archbishop, and the palace of Bis- 
hopsthorpe, the cathedral grammar 
school, the York collegiate school, 
the diocesan training college for 
national schoolmasters, a school for 
the blind, an eye infirmary, a pen:- 
tentiary, end a variety of educational 
and charitable institutions, including 
several hospitals, almshouses, and 
asylums for aged men and women, 
maiden ladies in poor circumstances, 
widows, and orphans. There are 
also several markets and baths, with 
a large swimming bath, having a 
superficial area of more than an acre 
and a half. York returns two mem- 
bers to Parliament. Market days, 
Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday. 
Pop. 67,004 

YORKSHIRE, the largest county of 
England, bounded east by the Ger- 
man Oeean, south by the river Hum- 
ber, which separates it from I.ancoln- 
shire, and by the counties of Not- 
tingham, Derhy, and Cheshire; west 
by Lancashire and Westmoreland, 
and north by the county of Durham. 
Area of whole county, 3,830,567 acrea. 
Pop. 3,218,749. It is divided into 
threa Ridings, the North, the East, 
and the West, each of which has its 
own lord-lieutenant, magistracy, and 


constabulary. There are eleven 
wapenstakes in the North, nine in 
the West, and «1x in the East Rid- 
ing. Yorkshire returns twenty-six 
members to Parliament. 

The North Riding is bounded 
north by the river Tees, which se- 
paratss it from the county of Dur- 
hata, north-east and east by the Ger- 
man Ocean, south-east and south by 
the East Riding, the  Ainsty or 
Liberty of the eity of York, and the 
West Riding; and west by the 


county of Westmoreland. The sur- 
face of the country, from Scar- 
borough northward, is bold and 


hilly, the cliffs along the coast being 
generally high. At Stoupe Brow, 
about ro miles north of that place, 
they are said to rise to the height of 
893 feet. Inland from these crags 
successive hills range one above an- 
other, until the elevated and dreary 
tract of the Eastern Moorlands is 
reached, which occupies a space of 
about 30 miles from east to west, by 
15 from north to south, and is inter 
sected here and there by pictures- 
que and fertile dales. The Vale of 
York, or Valley of the Ouse, with 
some irregularities of surface, slopes 
southward from the Tees as far as 
York, where it expands into a plain 
which is almost level im every part. 
Of this tract, the north part is 
bounded on either side by the Moor- 
lands. except where it opens into Cleve- 
land, or is divided from Ryedale by 
ihe Howardian Hills. Within зо 
miles of York, however, it expands 
into а wider breadth, extending east- 
ward as far as the Wolds in the East 
Riding, and to the Humber on the 
south. The Western Moorlands 
form a part of the long range of 
mountains which stretch in a north- 
ern direction from Staffordshire to 
Scotland. These being chiefly cal- 
careous, surpass those in the east 
part of the Riding in point of fer- 
tality ; and various rieh and beauti- 
ful valleys are found among the moun- 
tains in this part of the county. 
Among these the principal is Wen- 
sleydale, a tract abounding in fine 
pasture lands, through which the 
Ure winds its way towards its junc- 
tion with the Swale, forming, in 
some places, beautiful cascades. 
Next to Wensleydale in extent is 
Swaledale; though, from the circum- 
stances of its being much narrower, 
and bounded by Wills of a much 
steeper ascent, it is considered by 
many to possess scenery of a far 
more romantic character. The smal- 
ler dales, which are numerous, ex- 
hibit the same general appearance. 
The principal rivers of the North 
Riding are the Swale, the Ure, the 
Ouse, the Tees, and the Derwent, 
with numerous tributaries. 16 is 
chiefly celebrated as a grazing coun- 
try. Of the different minerals of the 
North Riding, the alum rock, on the 
east edge of the Eastern Moorlands, 
and the lead in the district of Rich- 
mondshire, are the most important. 
Several parts of these Moorlands ap- 
pear to contain large quantities of 
ironstone, limestone, and freestone. 
Area, 350,121 acres. Pop. 360,383. 

The East Riding is bounded on the 
north and north-west by the rivers 
Hertford and the Derwent, which 
separate it from the North Riding, 
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as far as the vicinity of Stamford 
Bridge. An irregular line from the 
Derwent to the Ouse, commencing 
about a mile from that place, and 
joining the latter river a little below 
York, forms the remainder of the 
boundary on the north-west between 
these two Ridings. From that point 
it is bounded on the west and south. 
west by the Ouse, which divides it 
from the West Riding; on ihe south 
hy the Humber, and on the east by 
the German Ocean. This division, 
though far less conspicuously marked 
by the bolder features of nature than 
the other parts of the county, con- 
tains ecenery of extreme picturesque 
beauty and magnificence, especially 
where the sea or the Humber enters 
into the view. It may be considered 
as three different districts; the 
Wolds. a range of ehalky hills which 
extend from north to south through 
nearly the whole of the Riding; and 
the two level tracts which he to the 
east and west of them respective.y. 
In few parts of England has agricul- 
ture been conducted on а more ex- 
tensive scale, or brought to a higher 
degreo of perfection, than in this 
riding of Yorkshire, partisularly up- 
on the Wolds. The Hull, the Ouse, 
and the Derwent аге the prineipal 
rivers. Wheat, barley, oats, and all 
the different kinds of green crops 
are produced in the highest perfes- 
tion. Cattle and sheep are reared and 
fed on the Wolds and in other parts 
of the Riding. Wool is supplied in 
large quantities to the West Riding 
clothiers; und great numbers of 
horses are purchased at York and 
Howden fairs by the London dealers. 
Area, 768,419 acres. Pop. 341,546. 

Tha West Riding is bounded north 
by the North Riding, east by tho 
East Riding and Lincolnshire, south 
and south-west by Derbyshire, Not- 
tinghamshire, and Cheshire, and west 
by Laucashire and Westmoreland. 
This Riding may be divided into three 
extensive distriets, varying from a 
level and marshy tract on the east 
to a rough and mountainous region 
on the west. The level part, of un- 
equal breadth, extends westward 
from its east side, along the banks 
of the Ouse, to within three or four 
miles of an imaginary hne drawn 
from Doncaster to Sherburn. The 
distric in the centre rises gradually 
into hills, and is beautifully diversi- 
fied; after which, proceeding still 
farther in a western direction, the 
surface becomes extremely rugged 
and barren. Beyond Sheffield, black 
moors, running to the north-west, 
unite to the lofty hills of Blaekstone 
Edge, on the borders of Lancashire ; 
while the western part of Craven 
presents a confused heap of rocks 
and mountains; among which Pen- 
nigant, Ingleborough, and Wharn- 
side or Whernside, stands pre-emin- 
ently conspicuous. Amidst these 
dreary regions, however, there are 
many romantic valleys, which pre- 
sent the most picturesque and beauti- 
ful scenery; the greater part of them 
being enclosed, well wooded, and 
thickly studded with flourishing and 
almost continuous villages. The 
Wharfe, Calder, Ribble, Aire, and 
Don are the principal rivers. Wheat 
is the principal crop, and tamber is 
abundant. In the middle and west 
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parts of the West Riding large quan- 
tities of coal, ironstone, and lead are 
found, with vast quarries of lime- 
stone. The soil in this extensive 
distrieb includes almost every var- 
iety, from deep strong clay and rich 
loam to the most barren species of 
peat earth. This division of York- 
shire may safely be pronounced one 
of the greatest manufacturing dis- 
tricts in the kingdom. On every side 
the raw  matenals abound; and 
coals are plentiful and cheap. These 
manufactures, carried on principally 
at Leeds, Wakefield, Bradford, Hali- 
fax, Huddersfield, and the neigh- 
bouring towns and villages, com- 
prise broad and narrow cloths of all 
qualities, shalloons, calimancoes, and 
flannels, with every kind of woollen 
goods. From Sheffield, cutlery and 
plated goods are exported to all parte 
of the world.

more easy introduction of Christianity.
